Besides the supervision of the de- 
tails of a fertilizer experiment, which 
has been in progress for two years 
on the ranch of H. A. Hargraves, at 
Redlands, he had had to look into the 
new and puzzling problem of the inct- 
tled leaf of the orange trees. 
The mottled leaf makes its appear- 
ance in white patches, which causes 
the foliage. to shrivel, and eventually 
drop off. This denudation of the tree 
causes the fruit to become stunted in 
its development.

NOVEL INDUSTRY PROSPERING IN 
THE ALEUTIAN ISLANDS. 

One Man Who Started Six Years Ago 
With Twenty Foxes Now Has Five 
Hundréd—Squaw Wives Make Lives 


TACOMA (Wash.) Dec. 27.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The success of the 
Commercial Company in rais- 
ing blue foxes*in the Aleutian Islands 
has attracted nearly a dozen venture- 
some Americans, who have engaged in 
the same business. Though having lit- 
tle labor to perform these men live in 
complete storm-swept isolation while 
waiting for their herds to multiply. ® 
Chris Miller, who reached Tacoma 
last night from Kodiak, says that the 
fox raisers consider three things nec- 
essary to get successfully started. 
They first lease one of the Aleutian 
Islands from the Federal Commis- 
sioner of Kodiak, paying a yearly 
rental of $1. Next they purchase their 
breeding foxes from the Alaska Com- 
mercial Company at $75 per pair, and 
then they usually proceed to one of the 
Indian camps and purchase a squaw 
wife, paying from $25 to $75, accord- 
ing tö beauty and age. 

Olaf Bjorsen, who started six years 
ago with twenty foxes, now has 500. 
He declares he will not sel] until he 
can realize $50,000, when he will make 
a clean up and return to his eastern 
home. 

The foxes live on dried salmon and 
thrive on it like Malamutie dogs.

READFUL DISASTER 
AT MOLLIE GIBSON MINE. 


(BY THB BSsOCIATED rrrss-A 
\SPOKANE (Wash.) Dec. 27.—A Nel- 
son, B. C., special to the Spokesman- 
Review says that one body found, eight 
men buried, with no hope of recovery 
alive, is the record to date of a snow- 
slide at the Molly Gibson mine Christ- 
mas night. Five survivors are at the 
mine, huddled in the tunnel mouth, with 
no fuel or clothing beyond underwear. 

When the Spokesman-Review corre- 
spondent left the lower terminal of the 
tramway at 1 p.m. the rescue party, 
which had been toiling up the mile and 
a half of a mountain covered by the 
tram service since 8 a.m., were still 
400 feet below the tunnel. The mine 
is approximately 8000 feet high. Above 
it is a rock ridge, then an jmmense 
glacier half a mile wide, bare, 
jagged peaks of rock. ; 

The slide started from the peak, 
swung aroung the cliff sheltering the 
buildings, and struck the bunkhouse 
end- ise, sweeping it and its occupants 
down a dry canon. Of nineteen in the 
building ten escaped, although more or 
less injured. Four of the survivors 
spent the night in the snow wrapped in 
blankets. In the morning they started 
down the hill. The first two reached 
the hut at the foot of the tramway at 
2 o'clock, the others at 4 o'clock. The 
snow was from cix to twenty feet deep. 

One man, with a broken leg and 
shoulder bone, was carried into the 
tunnel and spent all of Friday an: 
Saturday until noon without food o. 
attention. Two of the survivors then 
got the tramway working and seat hin;

RECIPROCITY TREATIES. 


MAY ALL BE HUNG UP. 
‘BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE nuts! 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—{[Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] It is learned that the out- 
come of the various conferences that 
have been in progress during the past 
few days among Senators whose ¢on- 
stituencies are interested in the sub- 
ject, indicates the existence of a sort of 
understanding to hang up all reciproc- 
ity treaties for the rest of this session. 
Those Senators and Representatives 
who are in Washington have been care- 
fully canvassing the situation, and they 
now believe that while probably any 
one of the reciprocity treaties could suc- 
ceed if it stood on its own legs, the fact 
that there is a disposition to press at 


least three of them materially injures 


the chances of any. The French treaty, 
the Cuban treaty and the New Found- 
land arrangement have each a strong 
clique of men opposed to ratification. 
None of these groups probably is strong 
enough really to defeat a given treaty, 
and it therefore appears that they will 
be obliged to join together, pledging 
their mutual support against all reci- 
procity in order to prevent any of the 
treaties from going through. It is now 
suggested that the administration shal) 
agree to refrain from pressing one of 
the reciprocity treaties, thus practically 
dividing support and making it poss!- 
ble to pass the others. If this were to 
be done, it is said the French treaty 
would probably be the one to be slaugh- 
tered. The trouble seems to be that 
it would de difficult to carry this 
scheme out successfully, unless it 
should be agreed to refrain from push- 
ing two of the treaties. Furthermore, 
it would not be sufficient merely to re- 
frain during the coming session; some 
assurance would have to be given that 


no efforts of a similar character would 


be made next year. 

In other words, as things now stand, 
after the recent conferences, it seems 
almost necessary to exhaust the whole 
force of the reciprocity movement in 
the ratification of a single treaty. If 
this can be done, reciprocity with Cuba 
is probably assured through the requis- 
ite two-thirds majority: otherwise all 
treaties seem likely to be held up. .

He was especially sorry because the 

proposition that the President should 
act in that capacity was originally a 
German suggestion, which it was 
hoped would not only settle the Vene- 
gzuelan trouble, but would be an ad- 
ditional assurance to America that 
Germany did not desire a breach of 
the Monroe doctrine. 
_ Commenting on the latest develop- 
ments in the Venezuelan arbitration 
question, the Vossische Zeitung. a pop- 
ular newspaper of Berlin, expresses 
the opinion that President Roosevelt's 
decision to ask that the matter be 
referred to The Hague arbitration 
tribunal will be as satisfactory to the 
German as to the American people. 
The paper says the present dispute is 
one eminently suitable for reference 
to The Hague court, although, of 
course, Venezuela was not one of the 
signatories to the peace convention.

MIRACULOUS 
DELIVERANCE. 
Frighiſul Wreck at Tropico, 

With Nobody lui. 


Fast Lime Plows Through 
the “Owl’s’’ Middle. 
Engineer Jordans Mistake 
Dense Fog to Blame— Railroad 
Officials Talk Silly. 


A train-wreck miracle was wrought 
on the Southern Pacific at Tropico 
early yesterday morning. Two heavy 
trains, containing about four hupdred 
persons, came together at high speed. 
Two loaded Pullman coaches were 
smashed and ground into fragments, 
and about two hundred feet of track 
torn up. 

Still not one human being was in- 
jured; nobody suffered a scratch or 
bruise worthy the name. 

The collision occurred during a heavy 
fog at the entrance to the shorter of 
the two sidetracks at Tropico, about 
8:30 o'clock a.m. The  north-bound 
“Coast Line Limited.” No 21. going 
at the rate of about fifteen miles an 
hour, crashed inte the middie of the 
south-bound Owl,“ which was moving 
onto the siding. The “Limited” was in 
charge of Engineer Elmore C. Jordan 
and Conductor Garland; and the “Ow!’ 
was run by Engineer F. C. Potter and 
Conductor James Cullingham, 
Engineer Jordan is charged sole): 
with responsibility for the wreck, an 
he admits he was to blame. However, 
the dense fog. the heavy grade and 
other conditions palliate his mistake, 
and in view of his long service and ex- 
cellent record, together with the lucky 
preservation of life, it is not believed 
he will be severely dealt with by the 
railroad officials. Engineer Jordan is 
brother of Frank Jordan, Clerk-elect of 
the State Supreme Court, and is a plo- 
neer local engineer. He has run trains 
out of this city for the past twenty- 
three years and has never before had 
a wreck, 

CRASH WAS AWFUL 
Except for the remarkable absence of 
casualties, the wreck was one of the 
worst that ever happened in Southern 
California. The collision is described b 
those who passed through it as — 
and the passengers who were brought 
here from the wrecked “Owl” train 
have just one unanimous tale of terror 
and wonder to tell. The “Owl” was 
clipped in twain at one fearful biow, 
and 22 ee ploughed into frag- 
men y the locomotive 
“Limited.” 
The “Owl” was twenty minutes be- 
hind time, and the order to both train 
crews Was that it should take the side- 
track at Tropico to let the “Limited” 
pass. The “Owl” stopped at Pte en- 
tranee to the siding, and its engine. 
buffet car and one sleeper had passed 
over the switch when the “Limited” 
leaped out of the fog and upon it at 
fifteen miles an hour. The engine of 
the “Limited” struck the forward end 
of the sleeper “Los Angeles,” and went 
through the entire length of this and 
the coach 3 the Fresno.“ Then 
the couplings broke and the bis train 
pughed the wreckaee and last two ears 
fully fifty feet before it stopped. ; 

DELIVERANCE INEXPLICABLE.- 
No one is able to explain how on 
earth the passengers in the two cars 
which were so thoroughly demolished 
escaped death, but not one suffered 
worse than a fright and rude shaking 
up. The cowcatcher of the on-rushing 
overland struck, the forward trucks of 
the “Los Angeles” squarely, forcing 
them down to the middle of the car 
and off the track. This let the shat. 
tered frames of the two cars down 
onto the ties and the passengers say 
the bumping and grinding trip of fifty 
feet was the worst feature of the ac- 
cident. 
When 1 ae the front car was first 
thrown ward and then dropped down 
to the ground. The passengers were 
tossed up and many thrown out of 
their seats, only to light on the ties 
with a bump a second later amid the 
crackling wood, glass and fixtures of 
the car. A few persons, who were 
standing, were shunted down the 
aisles to the end of the cars with great 
velocity, but luckily escaped injury. 
The women all screamed, many became 
hysterical and two fainted, but these 
quickly recovered and everybody 
joined in thanksgiving for the extra- 
ordinary deliverance. 
ENGINEER JORDAN'S ERROR. 
The cause of the accident is simple, 
for the orders were explicit.. Engineer 
Jordan of the “Limited” merely 
thought the whole of the “Owl” train 
was on the sidetrack. The fog was so 
dense that he did not see his mistake 
until the coaches were twenty feet 
ahead of him. With two quick 
moves he reversed his engine 
and threw on the air brakes. 
Then he jumped and escaped injury. 
The “Limited” had ten heavy coaches 
and the grade out of Tropico is 
such that it is necessary te attain a 
good speed to make the schedule.

that a collision was imminent. He 
stepped off his train when the stop 
was made to open the eswitch and 
heard the noise of the approaching 
“Timited.” He quickly ran to the 
fence at the edgeof the right of way 
and waved his arms in an attempt .o 
signal, but it was too late, and he was 
away from his train when the collision 
came.

Proposition for Its Establishment Will 
Be Discussed at Annual Meeting of 
State Library Association Next Month.

Commission, and the promotion of the 
cause of traveling libraries. 

“The proposed commission,” said Miss 
Mary L. Jones, Los Angele librarian, 
“would do for the librarie of the State 
what organization has done for the 
schools. It is not the intention to have 
the State support the libraries, which 
would continue to operate as at pres- [ 
ent, under municipal control. What is 
needed is a central organization that 
can lend assistance to the all - 
braries of the State, mapping out plang 
for their operation and answering the 
numerous questions that constantly are 
asked in reference 40 the work. In the 
establishment of new libraries, too, the 8 
commission would be of great benefit. 
San Pedro has established a public 
library recently, and its officers, in 
search of information, have been com- 
pelled to seek adv ice from other 
libraries. The establishment of a com- 
mission to disseminate needed informa- 
tion and to assist in a general plan of 
library work would be of great bene- 
fit and would entail an expense that 
would be slight in view of the good 
that would be accomplished. Similar 
commissions have been established in 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Iowa, Wisconsin 
Massachusetts and other States, and 
have achieved excellent results.“ 
The bill that has been drafted for 
the establishment of the commission 
provides for the appointment of five 
persons of library learning by the Gov- 
ernor, three of them to be actually en- 
gaged in library work, the term of 
office to be three years. Appointment 
of a salaried secretary by the com- 
mission is authorized, but the com- 
missioners would serve without com- 
pensation. 

The work of the proposed commis- 
sion is outlined as follows: To collect 
and preserve statistics and other in- 
formation of or concerning libraries; to

Late yesterday afternoon A. R. 
Riggs. a carpenter, who was assaulted 
by a highwayman, called at the Police 
Station and asked to see the prisoner. 
He was taken into the jail, and as 
soon as he laid eyes upon Murphy he 
said: That is the man.” In order that 
he might make no mistake, he asked 
that the prisoner be walked about the 
corridor. This was done, and again 
Riggs expressed himself as being sat- 
ised that Murphy is the scoundrel 
who attempted to rob him last 
Wednesday night. Murphy was in- 
duced to talk to Riggs, and the tone 
of his voice completed the identifica- 
tion. 

Riggs is the man who, after a des- 
perate struggle. wrested a gun from 
the hands of a highwayman and then 
struck him over the head with it, 
causing the blood to flow. Only the 
fact that Riggs was not familiar with 
the use of a single-action gun pre- 
vented him from killing the footpad. 
As it was he fired five shots at him. 
There is other important evidence 
against the prisoner, which with his 
identification by Riggs makes a strong 
case. Murphy was in a saloon at 
Third street and Central avenue half 
an hour before the attempt to hold up 
Riggs. 
wearing a hat which did not fit him, 
and then he had a wound on his cheek 
such as would have been caused by the 
blow which Riggs dealt him.

CITY OF MEXICO, Dec. 2i.—Some ; 


newspapers have attempted to draw a 
parallel between President Castro of 
Venezuela and President Juarez, the 
heroic chief of Mexico, who, for nearly 
six years, sustained the struggle for 
Mexican autonomy, as against France 
and Austria. A few pin points of his- 
tory are interesting at this juncture, 
serving to show the manifest justice 


that guided Mexico, and was proven 


by her ultimate triumph. 3 
The French intervention was ush- 
ered into Mexico in the midst of the 
anarchical period that followed the in- 
dependence. During the Presidency of 
Bustamante, France preferred a round 
claim of $600,000 against Mexico, of 
which one-etnth, or $60,000, was a 
Claim of a French pastry cook for pies 
which he said were stolen and eaten 
by the revclutionists. As the latter 
had barely time to snatch frijoles and 
tortillas. and often went without 
these, the ridiculousness of the claim 
was evident, and the Mexicans de- 


risively called the entire claim “The | 


Pie Claim.” However, an ultimatum 
was served by the French on March 
20, 1858. 4 French squadron, under 
Prince Joinville, reached Vera Cruz on 
October 27 following, and captured the 
island fortress of San Juan Ulloa one 
month later, occupying Vera Cruz De- 
cember 5. Gen. Santa Anna drove 
them back to sea that same day, and 


-#t was during this fight that he lost 


his leg. That leg has been well-nigh 
famous. it was said to be buried in 
the sacred cemetery of Guadalupe, and 


afterward, curing one of the tempo- 


rary periods of disgrace in the life of 
its owner, was dragged through the 
streets of the City of Mexico: but, on 
the other hand, it is claimed that it is 
now the property of the Illinois State 
Museum. At all events, Santa Anna 
did not seem to miss it, for he con- 
tinued for x or seven years to be a 
most troublesome thorn in the side 
of the Liberal party. A treaty was 
made in March, 1859, whereby Mexico 
paid the Pic Claim entire, $600,009. 
In July, 1861, Mexico became bank- 
rupt, and (Congress ,.esed a law sus- 
pending the payment of her foreign 
obligations. This «as during ‘the 
Civil War in the ted States, and 
the reactionary party in this country, 
which was always seek! some means 
for the crippling of the Liberal party, 
intrigued in France. They supposed 
that the Conféderates would triumph, 
and did not expert from the South 
any interference with their plans. 
Napoleon III e „ bent to the scheme. 
He furthermore drew Great Britain 


and Spain at least into temporary ac- | 


quiescence. A treaty was signed in 
London, October 51, 1861. The tripar- 
tite agreed not to seize Mexican ter- 
ritory, but to occupy, fer the time, 
geome of the coasts of the republic, and 
help the Mexicans establish a perma- 
nent and substantial government, us 
the United States. did lately in Cuba. 
But the parallel falls right here: the 
United States not only did not biee 1 
Cuba, but poured into that palme isl- 
and blood and treasure, all American, 
in order to consolidate the plucky lit- 
tle government, and give it a front 
seat among the nations fof the world. 

hat same colossal peace-maker 
stands today a bulwark hetween Ven- 
ezuela and Great Britain, Germany, 
Italy, France and other claimants. 

The squadron of the allies reached 
Vera Cruz in December, 1861, breaking 
the quiet of that Chrisimas time with 
the noise of their evening guns. Later. 
more ships of war came, like great 
birds of prey to settle upon a ‘weak 


and struggling eagiet. The Mexican 


eagle had lost nearly all its feathers, 
some of them torn from its wings by 
foreign foes, and many by its own 
brood. Three splendid gentlemen com- 
manded the squadrons and two of 
them, Gen. Prim, the chivalrous Spanish 
cominandant, and Admiral Wyxe, the 
bluff, but generous, Britisher, caw the 
Situation in its true light. and with- 
drew, after the signing of the treaty 
of La Soledad, on February 19, 15362, 
but N. De Sallazuv, the French com- 
ma nt, remained, on some. ephem- 
eral excuse.

imilian arrived June 12. 1864, ac. 
companied by his wife. Carlota. the

Belgiums. From the moment of his 
arrival commenced the armed resist- 
ance to his plan, proving that Mexico 
did not willingly admit of the en- 
forced enthronement of an Austrian 
erchduke, or any duke. for that mat- 
ter, on the throne of Mexico. Rather, 


Juarez sustained the cht of. Mexico 


to adopt the form of government 


Which best suited itself. and in this 


challenge he was sustained by the 
Liberal party. and here and there a 
clerical Ile Alarcon (the present arch- 


bishop of Mexico,) who seid the Mexi- 


cans could only acknowledge a ruler 
of native birth. and a Republican at 
that. After this bold speech. Alarcon 
fled from Mexico. The brilliant re- 
pulse of the French at Puebla, on May 
§, 1862. was followed by vanauishment 
and victory, like waves, until April 5. 
1867. when the American government, 
finding self foot free from interne- 
cine strife, requested Napoleon to 
withdraw the French troops from Mer 
ican territory. This was done during 
the following November. Mavyimilian 
had meanwhile. on June 19, 1887, been 
shot on the little Hh of the Bells, near 
Oueretaro, and on July 15. 1887. Presi. 
gent Juarez retntered the City of Mex. 
fee triumph. 

Gathering the events of the recent 
imbrogiio in Venezuela, but te points 
of resemblance are found between the 
conduct of President Benito Juarez of 
Mexico and President Cipriano Gastro 
Venezuela. It is true that Juarez, 
just after tht close of the Civil War 
of three Years. ending in the subju- 
gation of the Clerical party. found the 
nation crushed under a burden of far- 


eien claims, some just, others unjust 


to the point of ridiculousness. In this 
point Castro parallels. But Juarez, 
whose favorite axiom was “respect to 
the rights of another is the basts of 
peace,”’ never totally repudiated, a 
priori, any claim: he never shut the 
door in the face of foreign litigants or 
claimants, and never answered any for- 
eign note, not even an ultimatum, with 
the imprisonment of foreigners, as did 
Gea. Castro. When the allies came to 
Vera Cruz it was understood before- 
hand that the French should land and 
proceed inland. for the purpose of sus- 
taining the enforced government of an 
imported emperor, foisted on the Mexi- 
ean nation through Clercal intricue. 
The, so-called claims were but ithe 
pretext. No such pretext is behind 
the action of Great Britain and Ger- 
many. whose white-winged ships cruise 
so ostentatiously along the 1600 miles 
of Venezuelan coast. Europe ' knows 
full well that the Monrve doctrine has 
put all such pretexts out_of the ques- 


called upon to defend. When the for- 
eigners threatened Juarez in 862 he 
did not threaten he foreigners in the 
country, but safeguarded them. Even 
under the terms of the Soledad treaty 
he allowed the foreign troops to remain 
quietiy in Mexico pending the issue of 
the diplomatic measures. It was not 
his fault that the French broke the 
terms and brought upon the country 
the horrors — war. His was the soul 
of honor, swearing to his own hurt, 
but finally triumphant in the right. 


The message or Finance Minister 
Limantour, submitted to Congress one 
week ago yesterday, is ing a re- 
assuring effect upon the country. The 
message included the budget of receipts 
and expenditures to obtain for the fis- 
cal year July 1, 1903, to June 30. 1904. 
The receipts calculated for said term 
amount to $67,597,097.21, including the 
3 in pay of the Feder@ em- 
ployés provided in the decree reported 
by me to The Times on November 7 
and 11, $500,900, and the net increase 


expected, 51.667. 216.57. From 


this total estimated amount of receipts, 
$67,597,097.21, are to be deducted the 
amounts forming the budget of ex- 
penditures for the coming fiscal year, 
$67,097 ,097.21, including the sum of 
$22,598,543.99, on account of the public 
debt, the largest assignmept in the 
budget. This will give Mexico a bal- 
ance of $500,000 at least on this budget 
alone, on July 1, 1904. nd meanwhile 
the foreign and fldating debts are pro- 


,vided for, including the heavy interest 


service payable in gold with a depreci- 
ated white currency at the command of 
Mexico. 

The other dogument submitted by the 
Finance Minist namely, the account 
for the fiscal yéar 1901-1902, furnishes 
gratifying food Per contemplation. The 
year in question terminated with an 
excess of $3,066,194 of revenue over ex- 
penditure, and the total treasury sur- 
pluses but very slightly diminished as 
compared with that surplus on June 20, 


1901. Although+the Executive was au- 


thorized by Congress to use 310,000,000 
of the national reserve funds for pub- 
lic works, the amount actua used 
was little in excess of the surplus of 
revenue over expenditure at the close 
of the year under review. The reserve 


on June 30, 1902, was $30,635,422.82, made 


up of $4,402,529.97 in gold and $26,233,- 
882.85 In silver, involving an increase of 
$334,435.11, in the gold reserves, 
and a diminution of 1.799, 901.55 
in the Silver serves, as com- 
pared with the reserves on the corre - 
sponding date of the preceding year. 

e premium on the gold reserves is 
not included. The Minister brings out 
very interestingly three points: the im- 
ports, the exports and the domestic 
market conditions. He shows that after 
the passing of the crisis of 1900, the 
value of imports has been steadily 
climbing upward, despite the rise in 
exchange. 

The analysis of the exportations bears 


out the same interesting fact. After the 


crisis of 1900, which flattened out the 
export ttade somewhat, it recavered 
itself. Thus, in the last fiscal budget 
the exports show up with an ine rease 
of $10,000,000. This increase was from 
agricultural products, animal products. 
etc., as well as from metals other than 
silver, while the export of silver de- 
creased by $13,000,600, which would 
imake the real increase $23,000,000. 

The burning of the smelters at Fl 

Paseo, Tex., where much of the Mexican 
silver was handled, operated somewhat 
to reduce the exports ofthe white 
metal. But ef coined pesos there was 
an independent decrease of, 34,500,000. 
Among articles of export that increased 
were gold, henequen, ixtle fiber. coffee, 
hides, etc.. while there was a decrease 
in the exports kt tobacco, woods and 
cattle on the hot. 
Thus the efforts of the Executive to 
stimulate the production of exportable 
productions are commencing to take 
effect. With regard to the condition 
of the domesti: money market, the Min- 
ister points to the fact that the bank 
reserves are comfortable. 

Tht rate of interest has been min- 
tained low, implying elasticity. As to 
the abnormal rate of exchange, he 
takes a hopeful view. Meanwhile, the 
feeling among banking men is that, 


sooner or later. Mexico will go on a gold 


basis, but as the country is not pushed, 
financially, it can afford to go about 
the transformation scene with digni- 
fied deliberation. According to the sta- 
tistical report of the Director of the 
United States Mint, Mexico stands first 
in the production of silver and fifth in 
the production of gold, among all na- 
tions, for the year 1901. The total pro- 
duction of gold was $2623,374,700, and of 
silver £104,999,109. Mexico produced 
$34,593,900 of silver and $16,284,399 of 
gold. The United States is second on 
the list of silver producers with 833.128. 
400. Australasia third. with $7,829,599, 
Bolivia fourth, Chile fifth, Feru sixth, 
Germany seventh, Canada eighth. On 
the list of gold- producing countries the 
United States stands first with 322.850. 
900, and Mexico fifth, British India 
sixth with $9,395,000, China seventh, Ko- 
rea eighth. Of the total of the metal 
production of the world, Director Rob- 
erts calculates that the consumption of 
gold for industrial purposes amounted 
to $26,000,000, and of silver $57,000,000, 
The Mexican government last May au- 
thorized the Executive to negotiate a 
loan to complete the sum of $75.000.900 
silver, for certain important public im- 
provements, there being at the time 
nearly $20,000,000 in the treasury. The 
loan was to be therefore for about $25,- 
000.000 gold. at 4 per cent. per annum 


interest. tH has not been placed as yet. 


I herewith send an article from the 
Mexican Herald, of yesterday's date, 
describing the loan and the disposition 
to be made of the funds thereunder 


realized.

The big California excursion of 100 
now touring the country in a leisurely 
manner arrived yesterday., Some of, 
them—about twenty—came in a few 
days ago, determined to see more of 
the City. of Mexico. 

American apples are coming in for 
the holiday season and are selling at 
holiday prices. They come from Oregon 
and California, wrapped in paper and 
packed in twenty-two-kilogram boxes, 
and are selling at $7.50 silver per box. 
On the other hand strawberries and 
red bananas sell cheap here. We see 
by The Times that fancy California 
strawberries retail in Chicago at 50 to 
75 cents, gold, per box, and that one 
grade. ns twenty-seven to the box, 
lying in three tiers. In Arizona, New 
Mexico and Texas the same grade 
brings 25 and 30 cents, gold, per box. 
Red bananas, from Horftiuras, we see 
are retailing in Los Angeles at 50 
cents, gold, per dozen, or about twice 
the price of the ordinary banana. The 
red oxblood variety cost here 1 eent to 
1% cents each, silver, and strawberries 
bring from 18 to 25 cents, silver, per 
pound, 

The Monterey Electric Company, 
capital $1,500,000, has been incorporated 
at Trenton, N. J., to operate street 
railways in the city of Monterey.

TILLATE UP. 

Scheme on Foot for Supplying Fuel 
Below Market Price—Rumer That 


Company Will Start American Refin- 
ing Plant—Stock Market. 


There is a plum, juiéy with profits, 


‘that will soon be ripe and ready for 


picking in the local market. It is the 
contract for supplying the Los An- 
geles Lighting Company with fuel for 
the next twelve months. 

“Who will pick that plum?“ is the 
all-important question in the market, 
where the fight io land the prize is at 
fever heat. 

For a few months the Los Angeles 
Lighting Company has been drawing 
its supply from the Hercules Oil Re- 
fining Company that has furnished up- 
werd of 5000 barrels of distillate a 
month, receiving zi a barrel. This 
contract expires Jafluary 1, and a new 
one will be entered into unless the 
lighting company decides to do a 
different stunt. 


The lighting company is after 


cheaper fuel, and believes that $1 a 
barrel is too high to pay for the dis- 
tilate furnished. Refiners who have 
recently combined are said. to have 
fixed this figure and ere maintaining 
it, and owing to present conditions in 
the field there is not a barrel that can 
be obtained under that figure. 7 

But the lighting company is deter- 
mined to obtain its fuel at a lower 
figure, and there are many rumors 
afloat as to the plans proposed by 
that company. From an unofficial 
source it is learned that no less than 
two propositions have been made 10 
the lighting ecpmpany for fur- 
nishing distillate cheaper than the 
present market price, but on each 
there is a string. One of the schemes 
proposed is for the lighting company 
to furnish the capital to operate the 
American réfining plant that has been 
idle many months. This is one of the 
establishments controlled by the. as- 
phalt trust, and efforts are being made 
to have it released and turned over 
to certain local oll jobbers, who have 
agreed to operate it in the interest of 
the lighting company. 

Other interests are at work to con- 
trol the Coombs plant and by increas- 
ing its capacity put it in position to 
furnish the amount of distillate re- 
quired by the lighting company. 

There are Many other schemes, and 
interesting developments are expected 
before the matter is settled.

Marketing 


In an atmosphere laden with the 
fragrance of two thousand acres of 
celery fields, the tillers of the soll of 
the peatlands in Orange county met 
yesterday at Wintersburg, where they 
compared notes on the prevailing pros- 
perity of the region and discussed 
methods of marketing their products. 

The gathering was not an offictal 
one,-but it was under the patronage of 
the Celery Growers’ Association of Or- 
ange county. If any of those present 
were opposed to the association plan 
they did not manifest their sentimenis, 
and about eyerrthing said bearing on 
the question Appeared to be in favor 
of the association system of selling the 
celery. 

Last year there was about 2800 acres 
of celery in the peatlands. The yield 
was heavy, as it is this year, but the 
financial returns were unsatisfactory 
to many of the growers and this year 
the celery area was reduced by about 
800 acres. The unsatisfactory condi- 
tions last year are said to have been 
due to unfortunate marketing. On ac- 
count of the different interests hand- 
ling the product large quantities of 
celery, it is said, were unevenly dis- 
tributed through the territory con- 
suming it, with the result that many 
localities were overburdened, and 
there were résuitant slumps in prices, 
while other localities which would 
have proved good consumers were not 
well supplied. 

The association has grown rapidly, 
and now claims for its membership 
growers having four-fifths of the cel- 
ery now growing in the peatlands. The 
purpose of the association in market- 
ing the celery is said to be to supply 
it to each of the eastern localities to 
which it is sent just fast enough to 
keep up with the consumption, but not 
fast enough to glut the market. From 
the association viewpoint the increase 
in association membership has made it 
possible to carry out much more fully 
the purpose of the association, with 
the result that the financial returns 
from this season's crop, as far as sent 
out, have been much more satisfac- 
tory to the growers than they were 
last year. It is probable that the cel- 
ery. acreage will be considerably in- 
creased for the coming season. 

BIG MONEY. 

Last season’s shipments from the 

peatlands amounted to 1445 carloads 


of celery. The shipments up to the 
present time for this season have 
amounted to over 500 carloads. In a 


single day—last Wednesday—there 
were shipped thirty-five carloads of 
about 1000 dozen bunches each. The 
prices netted by the growers so fur 
this season have been about 15 cents 
per dozen for Golden Plume celery, 
and 11 cents per dozen for White 
Plume. At those prices the growers 
are getting from $100 to $275 per acre 
for their celery. 

The celery handled by the asycia- 

tion is crated in the fields under the 
personal inspection of representatives 
of the association, and each crate is 
marked so that it may be readily as- 
certained under whose supervision it 
was packed. 
The fields of celery present one of 
the finest agricultural views in an 
Southern California. The 
whitening plumes arranged in sym- 
metrical rows, show in sharp contrast 
with the almost jet-black soll. The 
fields are almost universally weed- 
less, and evidently have the best of 
care. The many houses that have 
sprung up have generally an artistic, 
well-appointed and luxuriant appear- 
ance. 

An item in connection with the 
gathering today was the exhibit of 
local products. Although celery is 
one of the chief things raised in the 
peatiands, there is a considerable pro- 
duction of other vegetables and of 
fruits. One of the exhibits attracting 
attention today was celery raised hy 

. M. Hall from home-grown seed. 
Most of the celery is grown from seed 
obtained elsewhere.

We have passed the 
critical period, and now many of those 
who at first were dubious are shéw- 


ing a warm interest in the association 


system.“

San Pedro Fire Takes Two Lives and Much 


LODGING-HOUSE HORROR. 


Two human lives destroyed, several 
persons injured, and a property loss of 
$76,000, partially insured, is the result 
of the disastrous fire in San Pedro 
early yesterday morning. 

The mangled corpses are charred be- 
yond recognition, but it is. believed 
that the victims are Capt. N. O. And- 
undren, a retired seaman about 50 
years of age, and W. B. Swift, a Los 
Angeles man in the employ of Conrad 
Sherer, who has the contract for con- 
siderabie sidewalk building here. 

William Bishop, also a retired sea- 
man, was taken from one of the burn- 
ing buildings with his clothing‘ afire. 
He is severely burned on the face and 
body, but it is not thought his injuries 
will prove fatal. 

While a fierce blaze was encircling 
him on all sides and assistance seemed 
almost impossible, Luke Kelley, a local 
real estate dealer, ascended a 
wooden ladder that led to a window in 
the second story of the place com- 
monly: known as the “Big Bonanza” 
lodgins- house. and rescued Bishop, 
who at that time was overcome by the 
intense heat and smoke and in immi- 
nent danger of being burned to death. 
Unheeding danger in his determination 
to save Bishop's life, Kelley picked the 
man up bodily and carried him down 
the ladder. When he reached the 
ground it was necessary to cross burn- 
ing Cébris before he could get to Bea- 
con street. This he did by plunging 
into the names and finally making his 
way into the open, where medical as- 
sistance was sunimoned for Bishop. 
Kelley escaped with slight bruises.

He could 
not. recognize the unfortunate, as his 
clothing wes all aflame. It was a piti- 
ful sight, and seemed even more hor- 
rible inasmuch as Kelley could not 
render any assistance. 

Early yesterday morning while the 
firemen were carrying away the débris 
they discovered in separate places the 
skulls and bones of the men who were 
burned to death. Charles A. Lucas. 
the Sen Pedro undertaker, made a 
careful examination of the charred re- 
mains, but could find nothing that 
would identify them. The fact that 
both Andfindsen and Swift had rooms 
at the Big Bonanza” and are missing, 
furnishes the only means of identifica- 
tion. The Coroner held an inquest 
yesterday afternoon, but the jury 
failed to agree upon the identification 
of the two victims. 

FIRST PUFF OF SMOKE. 

Shortix after midnight A. George, a 
member of the retail liquor firm of Hall 
& George, discovered a huge puff of 
smoke pouring out from the roof of 
the Eyreka Restaurant. It was quickly 
followed by a burst of flame, which 
spread rapidly before George could 
arouse the members of the San Pedro 
fire department. When the department 
turned out with its small chemical 
was beyond control.

FLOWER-STREET CHUCK HOLE. 


Submarine Diver May Yet Be Re- 
quired to Find Bottom—Caused a Run- 
away Accident. 

There is a chuck hole of gigantic pro- 
portions on Flower street, between 
Sixth and Seventh, that bids fair to 
get the city into trouble. 

Just why there should be a hole in 
that place, almost big enough to bury a

It will be about $50 from New York.” 

Mr. Bishop's attention was called to 
the fact~that a great shortage of farm. 
laborers was reported in the Middle 
West last year. 

“In some places,” he sald, that is 
true; in other places it is not the fact. 
Anyhow, there is no shortage of farm 
labor there at this time of year, when 
they are all snowed up. t is the 
inducement we have to offer—work at 
the dead of winter. 

“The Executive Committee figured it 
out that we will be able to keep these 
farm hands at work the whole year 
round. In the summer hands are 
needed in the middle of the State and 
in the north, while in the winter we 
have need of them here. 

“We can truthfully represent to the 
eastern farm hands that their condi- 
tion will be much more favorable in 
California than where they now are. 
Instead of working from sunup to sun- 
down and doing chores at night, our 
ranches only work men ten hours a 
day. pay $25 or $30 a month and 
feed or ‘pay $40 straight. 

“If we can’t get them in the Middle 
West, the agents will go on back to 
New England.” 

Mr. Bishop stated that the expense of 
sending these agents will be met prin- 
cipally by fruitmen and fruit ex- 
changes. About all they ask of the 
public is to send lists of what they 
want in the line of farm labor. 

Mr. Bishop was asked to what he 
ascribed this shortage of farm labor. 

“To the Chinese exclusion act as 
much as any one thing. There used to 
be plenty of Chinamen to work on the 
ranches. Since the exclusion act 
passed, many of them have died off or 
have scattered over the country. 

In the shortage of white labor, Jap- 
anese laborers have been imported— 
practically by the government. 

“The Japanese are not as good as the 
Chinese. The orchardists ind that 
many of them do not live up to their 
contracts as the Chinese do, and they 
are not as efficient. 

“yn account of the predicament in 
which —this shortage has left 
ranches, a great many have been 
obliged to have their fruit picked by 
contract. Such exorbitant rates were 
demanded by contractors that some of 
the Japanese laborers got, this last 
season as high as $8 a day.”

HARITIES AND CORRECTIONS. 


A bill is to be presented at the 
coming session of the California Leg- 
fisiature for the creation of a State 
Advisory Board of Charities and Cor- 
rections. The avowed purpose of this 
measure is to systematize the char- 
able and correctional work of the 
State. At the State Conference of 
Charities and Corrections a legislative 
committee was appointed, and to that 
committee was intrusted the work of 
drafting a bill to be presented for ap- 
proval by the Legislature. This meas- 
ure has the indorsement of the Asso- 
elated Charities of San Francisco and 
of other cities in the State. Its pro- 
visions are of especial interest, as fur- 
nishing possible methods of advance- 
ment in charitable and _ correctional 
work. Among these provisions are the 
following: 

(1.) The bill provides for the ap- 
pointment. by the Governor, of a non- 
partisan board to consist of six per- 
pons, who are to serve for a term of 
six years without salary; the board to 
have a salaried secretary. who is re- 
quired to devote his entire time to the 
work. The Governor is to be an ex- 
officio member of the board. : 

(2.) The prescribed duties of the 
board are to examine into the condil- 
tion of all charitable and correctional! 
institutions supported wholly or in 
part by public funds, to study and 
plan for these institutions as part of a 
unified system, and to report to the 
Governor the results of its investiga- 
tions, together with suggestions as to 
needful legislation. 

(3.) The powers conferred upon the 
boafd are only such, it is claimed) as 
are necessary to enable it to discharge 
in an adequate and capable manner the 
duties which it is required to perform, 
It is authorized to enter any State in- 
stitution, at any time, for the purpose 
of examining records, and to subpoena 
witnesses. No executive power what- 
ever is conferred upon the board. It 
‘can dictate no appointments, nor can 
it control the policy of any institution 
except in so far as it can 
public opinion.

The 
bill! provides that the gross annual ex- 
penses of the board shall not exceed 
$10,000, inclusive of the secretary's Sal- 
ary. The principal duties of the board, 
as specifically defined, are “to investi- 
gate, examine and make reports upon 
the charitable, correctional and penal 


institutions of the State, including the 


State hospitals for the insane, of the 
counties, cities and counties, cities and 
towns of the State, and such private in- 
stitutions as receive public funds, and 
such public officers or boards as are in 
any way responsible for the edminis- 
tration ef public funds used for the re- 
lief or maintenance of the poor or of 
any of the inmates of said institutions.” 
And “all officers or persons in charge 
of or connected with such institutions 
or with the administration of said 
funds are hereby required to furnish 
to the board and its committee and 
secretary such information and statis- 
ties as they may request or require, 
and allow said board, committee and 
Becretary free access to all depart- 
ments of such institutions and to all 
of their records.” 

Plans for new buildings for State 
penal and charitable institutions are to 
be submitted to the board for sugges- 
tions and criticism. Power is given to 
send for persons,and papers in the 
board's investigations, and the board 
is required, three months prior to each 
regular session of the Legislature, to 
make a full and complete report to the 
Governor of a] its transactions during 
the preceding two years, showing fully 
and in detail all expenses incurred and 
moneys paid out by ft, and giving a 
list of al officers and agents employed 
and the actual condition of all institu- 
tions under its supervision, with such 
suggestions as it may deem necessary 
and pertinent, and with recommenda- 
tions for legislative and executive ac- 
tion. 

The functions of the proposed board, 
as its title indicates, are to be merely 
udvigory, not mandatory.

In enumerating some of the 
results achieved in other States, the 
Legislative Committee of the State 
conference of charities and corrections 
say: 

“The results achieved in Ohio form 
but one Instance of the good done by 
State ad boards. In line with 
this is the reduction of $328,000 in the 
expenses of the Indiana State institu- 
tions; also, In the same State, the in- 
troduction of non-partighn boards of 
trustees in all the institutions except 
the penitentiary, thereby eradicating 
the influence of politics from the man- 
agement of the charities of the State; 
the establishment in Massachusetts 
and New York of special hospitals for 
the acutely Insane: the codification of 

laws regarding outdoor relief in 
most of the Middle Western States, 
which resulted in Indiana alone in a 
reduction of $300,000 in the annual ex- 
penditure for this purpose. 

“In general it may be said that the 
treatment of the insane has been de- 
termined or largely influenced by these 
State departments of charities; thai the 
work of child-saving has Ween ad- 
Vanced and guided by them, and that 
they have been largely instrumental 
in changing prison systems from the 
primitive basis.” 

The bill should at least receive care- 
ful consideration by the Legislature. 
There is certainly much room for im- 
provement in the management of chari- 
table and penal institutions in Cali- 
tornla. Perhaps this plan would point 
the way to these needed improvements.

Among the many disreputable ond 
dishonorable things that, unfortunately, 
are to be charged to labor unions, is 
the unwarranted and preposterous ob- 
trusion of their quarrels upon the 
solemnities of funerals, as is being done 
at St. Louis, Mo., by reason of the 
cabmen's strike. Such exhibitions are 
positively indecent, uncalled-for, and 
indefensible. 

It is bad eneugh to be constantly 
wrangling over affairs that concern 
only the living. It is worse, by far, 
to bring the dead into these petty 
squabbles for a few "more cents per 
hour, a few. more dollars per month, or 
per week, or for “recognition of the 
union.” The latter contention js at the 
bottom of most of the latter-day labor 
quarrels. “Recognition of the union” 
means, in ninety-nine out of every one 
hundred cases, the virtual turning 
over of the management of the em- 
ployer’s business to the employés, and 
this is the reason why these contests 
are so vigorously resented. If it were 
simply a matter of dollars and cents, 
the trouble could easily be adjusted in 
the majority of cases. But when it 
comes to submitting to the dictation of 
men who have no financial or other di- 
rect interest in the business, the aver- 
age employer, being human (and 
Amierican) refuses to wear the galling 
yoke of bondage. 

This is the case in the trouble at 
St. Louis. “Recognition of the union” 
is the principal question at issue, and 


in order to secure such: recognition the 


hack-drivers are holding up funerals, 
compelling the mourners to walk or 
take street cars—as they have done in 
numerous instances—and otherwise 
making things very unpleasant al? 
around. This sort of thing is simply 
infamous, and there ought to be some 
way to put a stop to it, for the sake of 
common decency.

BETTER SANITATION. 
RESULTS OF CONFERENCE. 

Health Officer L. M. Powers believes 
that much good will come to this coun- 
try from the sessions of the Interna- 
tional Sanitary Conference of the 
American Republics, which he recently 
attended in Washington, D. C. Dr. 
Powers was appointed a delegate by 
Secretary of State Hay, and was the 
only representative of this country 
from west of the Rocky Mountains. The 
conference remained in session four 
days at the New Willard Hotel, on 
Pennsylvania avenue. About fifty spe- 
cilalists from American republics at- 
tended the gathefing. Speaking of the 
conference, Dr. Powers said yesterday:

Commerce will thereby 
be encouraged, and the passage of ships 
between ports facilitated. as well as 
greater protection from. pestilence and 
infectious diseases a ded all coun- 
tries.

The new philanthropic institution is 


called the Association for the Promo- 
tion of Home Arts and Industries, and 
has taken a building on West Colo- 
rado street. Before long it will open 
a bureau of exchange, and a II- 
lage. or tea room for rest, refresh- 
ment and information. It will be ac- 
cessible to men as well as women, and, 
once it is started, behold the servant- 
pestered housekeeper wreathed in the 
happy smiles which come from a light- 
some 


eart, 
The idea is to furnish an outlet for 


the home work of men and women; to 
have a place where work of especial 
merit may be exhibited for sale, and 
where those desiring such work done 
may either secure the products or 
leave orders. 


Cooked food, needle work of various 


kinds, art and decorative work, labor- 
saving devices—these and many other 
things ~eedful for the home will be 
on sale. The tired housewHe can come 
and leave orders for mending, darning, 
plain sewing, extra orders for the ta- 
ble, preserved and canned fruits and 
so forth. 


The Bureau of Exchange will be con- 


ducted on a codperative basis, and each 
one sending in some product will pay 
a commission to the bureau for the 
gale, Producing members will receive 
a share of the profits proportionately 
to the sales of the goods sent in. It is 
hoped that many lines of domestic 
work will be carried on to higher ef- 
fectiveness py the exchange. 


Besides the “producing” membership 


there is to be a “promotion” member- 
ship, which will furnish means for 
carrying on instruction in the different 
‘lines of home art and industry. An 
entire course in this line would include 
home sanitation, home economics, some 
line of needlework, cooking, children's 
food. the revival of some forgotten in- 
dustry, and 80 on. 


There will be a committee to pass 


judgment on the produsts sent in, and 
each producer will be known by num- 
ber only. 


The “village room” will as far as 


posible contain only such furnishings 
as are produced in Pasadena and 
vicinity, as it is intended to be a. sort 
of exhibition of the valley city's possi- 
bilities. 


The room is intended primarily as a 


rest and recreation place for women, 
and various features of comfor 

convenience will be Installed. The room 
will be distinguished by the sign of 
the poppy, and the color stheme will 
carry out this flower design, as will 
also the furniture, which will be made 
in Pasadena. Books by Pasadena uu- 
thors’ will be placed uron the shelves. 


If the undertaking at Pasadena meets 


with success the cooperative exchange 
and other features wil be brought to 
this city, where operations might be 
carried on unen a much larger scale.

on Georgia Sizeet. 


Ttaction Company Struck Gas 
and Then Quit Boring. 


Queer Bivalves and Sea Traces 
Found by the Drill, and 
Lois of Shale. 


Residents of “the elite Southwest 
would have an oleaginous fit if they 


| thought there was even a remote pos- 


sibility of somebody striking oll in 
that high-toned section of the city of 
Los Angeles. The spoiling of their 
happy homes by towering derricks, 
foreboding sumpholes and creaking 
pumps, might well disturb them—even 
though the prospect of such a misfor- 
tune were exceedingly meager. 

An oll well on Georgia street near 
Pico would astound the whole city. 

For several weeks past the Los An- 
geles Traction Company has been drill- 
ing a well for water on the site of its 
new powerhouse on Girard street, near 
Georgia, hoping to obtain water that 
would not be injurious to engine boll- 
ers. Surface water was tapped in large 
quantities, first at about forty feet: 
again at seventy-five, 117 and 141 feet. 
Below the last water-bearing stratum 
was found a heavy blue marl, im- 
pervious to water, and the deeper went 
the drill the harder became this sand- 
stone until at about 600 feet it began 
to shade off-into shale and display 
some of the characteristics of oil-bear- 
strata. 

Here is where the company quit. 

At this depth a certain gas began to 
disturb the water; this water was 
brought to the surface and gave the 
appearance of a carbonated fluid. 
When a match was struck in the es- 
caping gas, it burned with a yellow 
flame, indicating that the gas was not 
marsh gas, but something very similar 
to petroleum gas 

How much deeper than 600 feet the 
Traction Company would have to have 
gone to strike oil, is, of course, prob- 
lematical, if, indeed, oil would ever be 
struck, but, in any event, the risk was 
considered so great as to be entirely 
impracticable. A petroleum well, how- 
ever, within ten feet of the company’s 
engines would be an ideal arrange- 
ment, for the well has been dug inside 


much water; from 125 to 141, fine sand: 
from 141 to 145, gravel and water: from 
145 to 153, 1 sand; from 153 to 219, 
blue sand; ftom 219 to 400, impervious 
blue clay; from 400 to 600, hard sand- 
stone, tending toward a stratified con- 
dition resembling shale. 

In this last stratum the workmen 
found some sort of a large bivalve with 
A very emphatic beak, indicating that 
it is possibly of very great age. Down 

feet in a blue sandstone were 
found the shells of long sea worms, 
which gave to the sand the appearance 
of being maccaroni-bearing. Still 
ae was found a stratum carrying 
millions of little clam and cockle 
shelis of all sizes from michroscopic up. 

T. J. Hook, president of the Traction 
Company, is displaying several inter- 
esting samples of geological dirt out 
of the well. In one chunk, brought up 
from 600 feet, is a pair of bills; per- 
haps it is a bird’s beak, or maybe the 
mandibles of some huge bug. Other 
specimens of the sand contain a large 
amount of vegetable matter and much 
wood. Large pieces of wet wood were 
brought to the surface of a ligneous 
nature, which are now exhibited as 
specimens of lignite coal. 

All water stones and other Indica- 
tions of the presence of water disap- 
peared within twenty-five feet of 
where the drilling was stopped. it was 
this fact that caused the suspension of 
further operations, and all the come 
pany now has is what it got at about 
150 feet, viz., sixty feet of water, which 
must be purified to save the Hers. 
The hope that pure water would be 
struck down a thousand feet or 80 
caused the deeper drilling. 


BOYCOTT DECLARED OFF. 


Retail Grocers’ Association Notifies 
Jobbers That They May Sell to Cut- 
rate Stores. 

The boycott adopted by the Retail 
Grocers’ Association on September 1 
against Ralph, Cohn and the Home 
grocery, ceased to exist yesterday 
when J. F. Spaulding, secretary of the 
association, notified the jobbers that 
they might sell to these forbidden 
firms. The ban is also removed from 
the Los Angeles Coiperative store. 

This action was formally.taken by 

the retailers Friday afternoon when a 


large proportion of the association's 


membership met in the Tajo Block 
and voted unanimously to lift the em- 
bargo. 

The cause of this vote, as stated by 

one of the chief officers of the associa- 
tion, was the apparent sympathy of 
the public with the firms boycotted. 
The retailer# maintain that the threat- 
ened suit of the Cohperative store had 
no effect on their decision. 
Wen the boycott against the cut- 
rate stores was proposed the vote stood 
nearly even for and against. Since that 
time the grocers have seen that the 
firms they were fighting were quick to 
make capital out of the word “boy- 
cott,“ and were financially benefited.

SOME CURIOUS FIGURES SHOW 
LARGE USE OF TOBACCO. 

Our Cigars Would Hide Washington 

Monument from Sight—If Strung Out 


Would Girdle the Globe Many Times— 
What the Government Makes on It. 


_[Times-Democrat:] In one year 6.905.— 
749,968 cigars were consumed by cigar 
emokers of the United States. 

For every one of the 365 days of the 
year beginning June 30, 1901, and end- 
ing June 30, 1902, 18,919,462 cigars were 
consumed. Or, it might be said, in 
every second of the twenty-four hours 
comprising each day. 218 new cigars 
were lighted and 218 stubs were thrown 
away. Tnere were ninety cigars con- 
sumed for every man, woman and child 
in the United States. 

The informaticn upon which these fg- 
ures are based was gleaned from the 
annua! report for the fiscal year 1902 of 
the Commidssioner of Internal Reve- 
nue, recentiy issued by the Treasury 
Department at Washington. The esti- 
mations are made upon the receipts 
from the sale of revenue stamps for the 
payment of tax on domestic and im- 
ported manufactures withdrawn from 
warehouses for consumption. 

In order to place it more readily with- 
in the grasp of the reader, if the entire 
number consumed in the year were 
placed end to end, they would reach a 
distance of 490,465 miles, which is more 
than nineteen times the circumference 
of the earth. They would reach to the 
moon and back to the earth again. 

If they were placed side by side, and 
end to end, they would cover an area 
of 2474 acres. 

To ship them at one time, 3432 freight 
cars loaded to their fullest capacity 
would be required, which, if in one 
train, would cover more than twenty- 
six miles of railroad track. 

If it were ible, to heap them in

There are in the United States 24,931 
concerns that manufacture cigars. Last 
year they paid the government in rev- 
enue $18,722,045.73.

tries. At the same time 41.250, . were | 


imported, the excess of the importa- 
tions over the exportations being 27,- 
047,004. +

dealers by the cigar smokers of the 
country. To put it another way, the 
people spent in one year for cigars as 
much money as it cost the British 
government to maintain the war of the 
Revolution in the United States. 

There was an increase over the pre- 
ceding year of 332,632,896 in the number 
of cigars tax-pald and withdrawn for 
consumption, while there was an in- 
crease of 481,106 in the number ex- 
ported and an increase ot 6,286,833 in 
the number imported. 

The average yearly increase in the 


calendar years is 573,233,161, or more 
than a half-billion a year.

A difficult book for actor, playgoer 
and critic of plays to live up to, this and 
therein, again, the biblizal comparison 
has significance. Running to nearly 
350 pages, it includes, as the author 
himself defines its contents, “Essays, 
lectures and fragments relating to the 
modern English stage, written and de- 
livered in the years 1883-94.“ It was 
published in 1895, and may had in 
@ convenient octavo volume r $1.50: 

Henry Arthur Jones has a good right 
to discuss the conditions and tendencies 
of the Modern English stage, for he is 
a dramatic’ craftsman of nearly if not 
quite the first rank among contempo- 
raneous English playwrights. In proof 
of the statement one needs but to men- 
tion a few of his plays— The Middle- 
man” and “Judah,” presented in this 
country by Mr. Willard: “The Mas- 
queraders, one of the eminent suc- 
cesses of the Empire Theater Stock 
Company when Mr. Miller and Miss 
Allen were members of it; The Case of 
Rebellious Susan,” which was ¢xcep- 
tionally well done by the Lyceum Stock 
Company; “Mrs. Dane's tense,“ in 
which Miss Margaret Anglin astounded 
the playgoers of this country last sea- 
son, and mne Dancing Girl.“ 

In eighteen chapters Mr. Jones defines 
his points of view on such vital von- 
cerns of the drama as, among others, 
The Theater and the Mob,“ Religion 
and the Stage.” The First Night 
Judgment of Plays,” “Realism and 
Truth.” “The Science of the Drama,” 
“On Being Rightly Amused at the The- 
ater.” On Playmaking” and “The Re- 
lations of the Drama to Education.” 

Be not discouraged by the weighty 
tone of these titles. The subjects are 
not treated ponderously, Dut with a di- 
rectness of application, a wealth of pic- 
turesque illustration and a sympathy 
with the aspirations ofthe playgoer 
who seeks sane, up ng diversion at 
the theater that are ther persua- 
sive.

Some of Mr. Jones fundamental the- 
ories, without the illuminatink anec- 
dotes and illustrations, may indi- 
cated in these extracts: 

Three things I have fought for dur- 
ing the last ten years, as will be gath- 
ered from the following Pages. Or per- 
haps it would be more correct to say 
that time has been fighting for them, 
and I have been merely hacking in his 
rear and slaying his slain. 

41.) I have fought fer a recognition 


‘between the art of the drama on the 


one hand and popular amusement on the 
other, and of the greater pleacure to be 
derived from the art of ithe drama, 
. . . There is not a lecture or paper 
in this book that do¢s not contain a 
statement That the theater ex- 
ists for the one end of giving, pleasure;

as the other fine arts do; that ts incl- 
dentally and indirectly, never with any 
set purpose.

First of all, inflate your lungs until you 
know by the sensation that the air has 


etrated the remotest Corners. Inhaie 


through the nostrils, hold the breath 
while you count seven, and exhale sjowly 
and completely, always through the nose. 
Repeat five times. 

Next, stand erect, arms hanging free 
from shoulders; place your hands side by 
ide, palms inward, with thumbs inter- 
zaced in front of you. 

Now, raise your arms straight up over 
your head. Inhale a deep breath throuch 
the nostrils while you are raising td, 
arms. 

As soon as you have acquired a per- 
fect poise of your body and the shoulder 
and chest muscles are fiexible you will 
be able to raise your arms without ef- 
fort. The more difficult this movement is, 
the more strongly fixed is your error. 
Hold the arms over the head while you 
count five. Then lower them slowly, ex- 

ehaling the breath through the nostrils 


with-the movement. Repeat five times. 

Next, extend the arms above the head 
in the same position and inhale a deep 
breath through the nostrils while you 
bring the hands slowly down in a semi- 
circle at the sides until the little fingers 
touch the legs, palms outward. This is 
one of the very best exercises for secur- 
ing perfect poise. 

Next, try an exercise in equilibrium, 
which will give suppleness to the body 
and strength to the legs. It is performed 

Stand erect, and rise slowly on the balls 
of the feet; keep the body from the hips 

ward erect. Throw the arms backward 
about a foot and a half; relax the muscles 
of the leg; bend the knee and make a 
quick drop, as low as possible. 

As the body descends, let the arms 
sewing downward and forward, to hel 
maintain the balance and assist in recov- 
ering the position.

Filipinos not All Loyal. 

The military Information division of 
the War Department is in receipt of 
detailed descriptions of. the posts-and 
stations of United Staes troops in the 
Philippine Islands, which include Ac- 
counts of the towns and inhabitants, | 
industries, resources, transportation 
facilities, meteorological conditions, 
military conditions, ete, Most of these 
reports represent the inhabitants as 
peaceful, law-abiding and loyal to the 
authority of the “United States, but 
there are several notable exceptions, 

In regard to Gerona, Tarlac province, 
Juzon, Capt. M. F. Rowell, Eleventh 
Cavalry, reports that the inhabitants 
“are apparently obedient, respectful 
and possibly friendly, but undoubtedly 
critically disposed and treacherous,” 
He added that they are greedy to an 
extreme extent. 

‘The inhabitants of Tuy, Batangas 
province, Luzon, are reported by Firat 
Lieut. F. Skievaski, Philippine Scouts, 
to be “Very unfriendly and untrust- 
worthy.” 

According to Capt. R. B. Bryan, 
Fifth Cavalry, the inhabitants of San 
Isidro, Nueva Ecija province, Luzon. 
are “semi-civilized, mild tempered and 
lazy.

AUTHORS SAW CHRIST. 
How happens it that these unlearned 
and ignorant men (Acts iv, 13) have 
accomplished so great a feat? Let us 
hold fast our axiom, every effect must 
have an adequate cause. What ex- 
Planation shall we give to this trans- 
cendent effect? Agscribe it to genius? 
But mutitudes of men of genius have 
labored in fields akin to this of the 
evangelists, and we know with what 
result. They have never succeeded in 
drawing a perfect character, a god- 
like man. The gospels solve the great 
problem with marvelous originality 
and precision. Now the only rational 
explanation of their work is this: 
They had before them the living model, 
the personal and historical Christ. 
Men could no more invent the God- 
man of the gospels than they could 
create a world. 


dore Parker are grounded in absolute 
truth: “It would have taken a Jesus 
to forge a Jesus.“ Besides, they must 
have been written by the inspiration 
of the spirit of God. It was not enough 
that they had the divine model. On 
thefn own showing they did not un- 
derstand Him. The records testify 
that the discip'es got but the slender- 
est conceptiqns of His person and mis- 
sion, even from His explicit teach- 
‘ings. They tell of a wonderful inca- 
pacity and weakness in all their ap- 
prehensions of Him.

Yet there mer, better taught, many 01 
them, than most of the apostles. with 
the ativantage of some centuries of 
Christian study and thought, cou d not 
attempt a fancy eketch of the child 
Jesus without violating our sense ot 
propriety and shocking our moral sense. 
They meant weil, but utterly, 
failed; their Jesus cannot even com- 
mand our respect. 

Take another illustration. The last 
fifty years were marvelously productive 
of “Lives of Christ.” Contrast four euch 
lives with our gospels--Edersheim’s, 
Andrew's, Getkie's, Hanna's. The 
authors of our four gospels had no 
models on which to frame their nar- 
ratives. The path they trod had never 
before heen. pressed by human fet 
The authots of the lives“ had not only 
there incomparable records as their 
pattern and the chief source of all their 
material, bu; numberless other such 
lives suggestive as to form and 
structure, and the research of cightoen 
centuries lying behind them. But would 
anyone venture for a moment to se: 
there “lives” forth as rivals of Matthew. 
Mark, Luke and John? Contrast the 
two sets as to size or bulk. Bagster 
prints the four gospels in elghty-two 
pages, the Oxford Press in 164. The 
four “lives” above referred to havé 
combined nearly 5500 pages the con- 
trast sharply gets about 100 pages 
against some 5500.

‘THE DIGNITY OF LABOR. : 

OTWITHSTANDING the frequent conflicts between 
N organized and unorganized labor, and the defiant 

attitude of labor unions toward capital, there are 
certain features in the life of today which are en- 
couraging and full of promise for the future. We judge 
- a people by the condition of the masses. ‘No people fs 
great and prosperous where the masses are poor, 
ignorant and down-trodden. One of the most en- 
couraging features of the present time is the fact shown 
dy statistics that there is an increasing trend of popula- 
tion toward the farm, away from the hardships, the 
poverty and the squalor of crowded tenements, whict of 
‘necessity are too often the portion of the poor im large 
cities. 
_ Statistics show clearly that the exodus from the con- 
_ gested portions of our great cities, where the poorer, yet 
honest, laboring clmsses dwell, is increasing. The up- 
right and honorable laboring man is becoming weary of 
being compelled to rub elbows with vice, and of breath- 
ing the vitiated air in the vicinity of the slums, and is 
wisely considering a return to Mother Nature, to the 


more promising and healthful life of the farm, where | 


his children can escape the contaminating influence of 
their city surroundings and breathe the purer atmos- 
phere of the country. 

Colonization schemes are numerous, and many are the 
efforts which are being made looking to the enlistment 
of men and women who have struggled in vain to suc- 
ceed in the battle for existence in the crowded city, to 
draw them away from its ceaseless strife and struggle 
to fields of independent action and effort. 

The economic health of a nation is not good the ma- 
jority of whose people are housed in its cities. But a na- 
tion with a large contingent of sturdy farmers, men who 
have won independence from the soil which they have 
cultivated, who enjoy the broad and wholesome activity 
which the country affords, is not apt to suffer from a sur- 
plus army of idlers and malcontents, forever réady to 
foment strife and discord. 

We should like to see this desire for country life 
grow; to see our young men as they graduate from our 
colleges and universities turning their attention to the 
soil, seeking the farm and the orchard and becoming 
familiar with the life of the country and the vast oppor- 
tunities which it offers them for the acquisition of home 
comforts and wealth such as they can never find in the 
city. The professional walks of life are crowded, and 
our young people should be educated to accept the fact 

tllat farming is just as honorable as any of the profes- 
sions, and that there is just as much room on the farm 
for the exercise of one’s intellectual attainments as in 
any of the so-called learned professions. The educated 
farmer is not compelled to wrap up his knowledge in a 
napkin, but he can put it to practical use in the cultiva- 
tion of his fields and the growing of his crops, and reap 
far better results than his neighbor who knows noth- 
ing of the wonder-working forces of chemistry and agri- 
cultural science. 

Who of us familiar with Grecian mythology has not 
read the old legend of the powerful giant whom no force 
could overcome, and no power subjugate, if the oppor- 
tunity were afforded him to fall to the breast of his 
Mother Earth and gather the fresh strength which she 
was able to impart? And if the giant of Labor would 
Imitate the tactics of this old Greek Titan, he would not 
be so frequently worsted in the battle of life, but would 
gain force and virtue from the soil, and we should hear 
less of strikes and boycotts, and other un-American evils 
which confront us today. 

The farmer is a prince in his own right, owning the 
toll, commanding the market and strengthening civiliza- 
tion, a force that feeds the world, and that has the 
power to greatly modify and improve the social condi- 
tions that exist. Let his number be multiplied, and his 
ranks enlarged.

with the wooden clog which the most of the poorer peo- 
ple wear. During my walk in the country I bought a 
pair of shoes for 10 cents. They were clogs large enough 
to fit a ten-year-old boy, and I have seen hundreds of 
boys wearing similar shoes. I priced a pair of man's 
clogs which had padded leather insteps. They were of- 
fered for 32 cents, and | tried them on. They were not 
uncomfortable, and I bought them. Indeed, clogs are 
not bad to wear, after all. They are much lighter than 
hob-nail boots or even than heavy leather shoes. They 
are impervious to water and more durable than leather. 
Both men and women wear them, and save for the clat- 
ter they make they do v well. The children have no 
trouble in getting about in them. I see them running 
and jumping and climbing trees with clogs on, and as 
far as I can see they succeed quite as well as our Amer- 
ican children shod with leather. It must make a dif- 
ference with the family expenses of the miner who 
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makes perhaps from 40 to 50 cents a day, and who, 
therefore, cannot afford to pay from 50 cents to $1 to 
have his own or his children’s shoes half-soled every 
few weeks. 


American Shoes in England. 


I have been much interested in the European invasion 
of the American shoe. It is an article that walked 
into the hearts of the people, notwithstanding the anzer 
of the shoemakers and shoe dealers of France, Germany, 
Switzerland and England. | 

I found large American shoe stores in all the big Eng- 
lish cities. There are scores of them in London, and 
their business is enormous. The English shoe manu- 
facturers have been importing American leather and 
American machinery, but nevertheless they are not able 
to make shoes equal to ours. There are towns in Eng- 
land, like Leicester, which are almost given up to the 
making of boots and shoes, Leicester having 11,000 
members in its Boot and Shoe Trade Association. Such 
towns seriously feel the effect of American competition, 
for it was only a few years ago that Leicester was ship- 
ping shoes to America. Now that town has American 
shoe-sewing machines and other machinery from Boston 
and elsewhere. It is using American leather, copying 
American styles and it has, I am told, a number of Amer- 
ican workmen to teach the English hands how to make 
the genuine American article. Its shoes are often sold 
as American shoes. 

American shoes are sold in Holland, side by side with 
clogs, and some of the local factories there have im- 
ported American machinery. I found American shoes in 
Switzerland, and it is no trouble to buy them in Paris. 


American Leather in Europe. 
One of the most interesting men I have met in con- 
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mection with this shoe business is W. S. Greeves, an 


shoe will sell here. The better classes will buy it, and 


if cheap enough, it might command some trade among 
the miners. Still, no leather shoe can compare in price 


English leather expert, who is connected with one of 
the biggest tanneries of Europe, situated at Lyons, 
France. Mr. Greeves has been making and selling 
leather all his life, and his father was a tanning ex- 
pert. Said he: 

“The leather business is rapidly changing in all parts 
of Europe. Until lately everything was done by indi- 
viduals or in small factories. We had an infinity of Iit- 
tle tanneries and petty shoemakers. This was so to 
some extent in America, but the Americans were first to 
grasp the idea of the big tannery and the big factory. 
They had plenty of hides and also the hemlock forests 
which furnish the bark, so that they could produce 
leather in quantity at a cheap rate. Their labor, how- 
ever, was poor, and the first leather sent to Liverpool 
was so ugly and stiff that the English would not have 
it. Now leather of that quality, better finished, is 
shipped over in vast quantities. It furnishes the soles 
of our boots, and we buy it for Bristol, Leicester and 
Leeds. . 

“Later on,” continued Mr. Greeves, “the Americans in- 
vented machinery to finish their leather. They took a 
French invention for splitting leather and improved 
upon it, and out of that grew the great split leather 
trade of today. You Americans call it satin hide and 
split leather. You finished it artistically and sent it 
over here in such quantities that it injured our trade 
with England and elsewhere.“

“How about France?“ I asked. 

“France does. not use much American split leather,” 
said Mr. Greeves. “It is too hard and greasy for this 
market. If your people would modify it in these re- 
spects, which they could easily do, you could sell it for 
15 per cent. more than you are now getting in England 
and Germany. Your manufacturers, however, don’t seem 
to know it.” : 

“But the French have the reputation of making excel- 
Jent leather,” said. I. 

“So they do. They make the French kid and the 
French calf which is tanned with the bark of the ever- 
green oak. Our kid was once exported to America, and 
all parts of the world, but the Americans applied the 
chrome process to kid and made the vici or glazed kid, 
which is superior to French kid. With this leather you 
have driven out our calf and our kid, and you now send 
kid here to France.” 

“The chrome process was an American invention, was 
it not?” 
|} “No,” said Mr. Greeves. ‘The process was invented by 
a German, but the Americans made it a commercial suc- 
cess. It was in 1854 that a German, named Knapp, found 
that pelt could be turned into leather by bichromide of 
potash and an acid. He did nothing with the discovery, 
but a German-American, named Schultz, used it to mak 
covers for corset ribs. Then a Boston firm put forth a 
chromed-tanned leather and called it box calf and willow 
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fealf. They made Knapp’s discovery a commercial suc- 


cess and their work has been used in all parts of Eu- 
rope. The Germans have taken it up and they bid fair 
to monopolize the European trade in such leather. 


Europeans Fattening on American Brains. 


“Just here,” said Mr. Greeves, “I want to say that you 
Americans make a great mistake in giving away your 
ideas and experience. You sell your leather-making 
machines to us, and we are now making American split 
leather in all parts of Europe. The American brain is 
now going all over the world and the Americans are get- 
ting nothing out of it. Europe is fattening upon it and 
it will be more so in the future. You even send your 
experts here to show the people how to use your ma- 
chinery. -You give away your trade secrets, and upon 
the basis of these the Europeans are establishing fac- 
tories which will eventually lead to the loss of your 
foreign trade.” 


“I don’t believe we will lose our foreign trade,” said 
I. “We are making new machinery all the time and we 
shall continue to improve faster than Europe can copy.” 

“You may,” said Mr. Greeves, but it seems silly to 
give so much when you get nothing in return. The 
English go to America and the secrets of the work- 
shop are shown them. Americans come to England and 
they can't get inside the doors. I know a big English 
tanner who went to the United States and visited the 
largest tanneries. After going through one where he 
had been especially well treated, he said to the pro- 
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prietor: ‘I hope you will come to England and let us 
show you what we are doing.’ Two years later the 
American did come. He was received with kind words 
and offered some hospitality, but not a word was said 
about the tannery. At last the American asked to go 
through.the works. 

„Ab!“ replied the son of John Bull, with a grin. 1 
should like to oblige you, but we English never show 
our machinery and methods to our rivals in trade. We 
really can't do that, you know.’ . 

„But.“ said the American, ‘when you were in our 
country you asked for permission to go through our 
works, and got it.’ . 5

How to Make Shoes Wear. 


In talking about leather, tte question of durability 
came up, and Mr. Greeves gave me a recipe which wil! 


probably decrease my shoes expenses. Said he: 


“The first thing one should do on buying a pair of 
shoes is to give the soles a good greasing. You can do 
this with neatsfoot oil, greasing them at night, and rub- 
bing them off well in the morning. This greasing, if 
repeated every month or so, will keep out the water, 
and make the shoes wear twice as long. They will be 
softer to your feet, and if you are an ayerage walker 
they will last you at least a year without mending.”

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STORY OF A FAMOUS POEM. 


Lic APPEARANCE. | 
[Golden Penny:]} One of the celebrated of 
eighteenth-century poems, Gray’s “Elegy,” made its | 


first public appearance in the shape of a burriedly- | 


printed pamphlet, which was sold for sixpence. This 
publication was the result of a curious race for priority. 
Gray completed the poem some time in 1750, but had 
no immediate intention of publishing it. A copy, 
however, found ts way into the hands of a Mr. Owen, 
the publishey und proprietor of the Magazine of Maga- 
zipes, & recently established periodical, and he wrote to 
ti. poet stating his intention of printing it in his mag- 
uzine, and asking his coéperation. The proposal was 
not at all agreeable to Gray, but, seeing that publication 
was inevitable, he wrote at once to Horace Walpole, 
explaining the circumstance and asking him to get 
Dodsley to print it immediately, but without the author's 
name. Walpole handed the poem to Dodsley on Feb- 
ruary 12, 1751, and on the twentieth a copy was in 
Gray’s hands at Cambridge, so that it was probably 
published in London on the 18th or 19th. The 
Magazine of Magazines for February, according to the 
then custom, was published toward the end of the 
month, and may have come out on the same day. The 
rival editions must have appeared, it is pretty safe to 
ray, within a few hours of each other. The action of 
the magazine editor was hardly justifiable, but it laid 
the reading world under a debt of obligation by forcing 
the poem into print. Several original copies of the 
Elegy in the poet's writing are in existence. One, 
which was sold for $1150 at Sotheby's, in 1875, was es- 
pecially interesting from the number of corrections and 
erasures made by the author’s hand. In this manuscript 
Gray had substituted “Cromwell” and “Milton” for 
“Cacsar” and “Tully” as he had originally written. 
His friend Mason is said to have suggested this altera- 
tion as well as the title of the poem, which Gray at 
first simply called “Stanzas.”’

A Metable Hacienda. 


The hacienda of Peiia Pobre itself lies about a mile 
distant from the mill and further up among the crouch- 
ing foothills of Ajuseo. It is an immense hacienda, 
Whose principal products are corn, pulque and fruits. 
“W8e strawberries of Pena Pobre are famous, as well as 

~iieir delicious San Juan pears, the yellow Dambray ap- 
and freestone peaches. There are great walnut 
ees, and groves of yellow breba figs and quinces. ‘Lue 
e@rehards are hemmed in with the surrounding lava beds 
that rise menacingly above the grounds. But even in 
the torn heart of the rock are crystal springs and sing- 
ing brooks, a benediction to weary eyes. 

There is a spot on the old hacienda that is celebrated 
ma picnic resort. At one corner, just under a towering 
uf of volcanic scoria that stiffened ages ago, is a 
famous ash tree, a tree that was ancient when the Span- 
@h Conquistadores came to Mexico. The tree is nearly 
Wenteen feet in circumference, and so long and so 
bevy are its branches that they have to be propped up 
with beams riveted with iron. The great trunk itself 
is bound with massive iron bands to keep it from open- 
ing. it is a huge, corseted giant of unknown age. Un- 
der its shade a hundred picnickers can make merry. 
Close by, almost at its roots, are the springs, a cool. 


delightful spot, with wild fern and lily growing to The 


water's edge. 

It is a quaint, curious corner, a quiet corner 
historic valley of Mexico, a place of rare 3 e 
heart's- case. where one can easily lay down the clinging 
burdens of life. Overhead are the widespread arms of 
the ash tree, so heavy with age, as they fall to right and 
left, that they have to be supported in their battle with 
Time, and the old tree itself has to be bound and bol- 
stered. But it shows no sign of ageing, and leafs out 
as it did nearly a thousand years ago. The perfume of 
rare roses and delicate flowers, the unstinted song of the 
brooks, the subdued carresses of the vagrant wind, all in 
minor chord, rally. yet rest, the senses, 

The only hint of the outside world, and that a fugi- 
tive, is the Cuernavaca Railroad, threading the Cerro 
Grande overhead. The roadbed of that marvelous sys- 
tem must be ten miles distant, away up on the mountain 
side. In relief against the blue forest cushion are two 
heavy gashes of brown; they are the celebrated cut and 
Sil.

Here 
mnate love of the artistic, characteristic of the Mex- 
icans, is witnessed. There is nothing commonplace about 
the Pefia Pobre mills. They have been surrounded with 
attractions, natural and artificial, that have added im- 
mensely to their charm. To the right a hillock has 
been laid out in terraces, a kitchen garden hanging 
high in air, and on its sunny summit a hamlet of tule- 
| thatched huts, homely little huts, but in truth an ar- 
| tistic climax to the green-clad garden hills. Sparkling 
, waters run part way to the factory in an artificial canal, 
and thence a portion is caught in large welded pipes 
of iron for the factory use, while the rest escapes down 
the hillside, as if glad to escape, carrying beauty and 
bounty everywhere it goes. . 

The opening gates of the factory show a lovely gar- 
den spot within—that touch of idealism so truly Mex- 
lean, so characteristic of the typical patios, a fountain 
column of crystal, a fronded palm or two, some rose 
bushes aflame with color, perfumed creepers clamptring 
unrestrained. Such is the pleasing picture set intoa rare 
frame, the gateways of carved cedar and the gray walls 
of Pefia Pobre. The effect seems almost studied, but it 
is not; it is the natural grouping of light and shade, 
under an artistic touch. 

The Mexicans are innately artistic. The gardeners of 

Moctezuma Xocoyotzin astonished Cortez with their 
skill and exquisite taste, and on the other hand the 
Spanish engineers brought over to Mexico the richest in 
Spanish-Moorish architecture, arches of graceful sweep, 
columns of perfect form with highly ornamented capi- 
tals, quite different from the patterns of Egyptian style 
affected by the Aztecs. The sense of the artistic is to- 
day pronounced among even the ruder Indians of Mexico. 
I have seen them in the Academy of Fine Arts of San 
Carlos, standing before some of the masterpieces of 
Velasco, Vernet and Van Dyke, and pleasingly criticize 
them. 

I did not appreciate the fidelity of Para’s marvelous 
painting of Padre Lag Casas, until a poorly-dressed

000 = meee pieces of manta (coarse goods,) yearly. 
It occupies 4000 square meters of ground, and is poised 
on a hill at whose base are groves of tall cedars. 

Mountain brooks thread the underlying gorge, and 
save for the ceaseless hum of the machinery, the place 
is absolutely quiet. It seems as though the world, or at 
least that little corner cut out of the eternal hills, had 
suddenly gone to steep. In velvety softness the mountain 
range rests against the gates of the sunset, quiescent, 
unresponsive, a great cathedral of silence, giving no 
hint of life save an occasional pulsebeat from the labor- 
ing locomotive, or the glancing wing of an eagle. In the 
center of the picture, however, there is less of meaning- 
less haze and more of detail. But the seal of silence 
seems to rest on all. The curiously-shaped hills are 
banked against each other. They bear, here and there, 
like settings in mosaic, tiny gray and white blocks, the 
distant villages of San Andres, San Pedro Martir and 
other mountain villages, half concealed by the forests. 
of oak and cedar. The forests in their ensemble spread 
like velvet, and due to the distance there is no detail 
of the foliage. In a pocket of the hills, lying in the 
middle ground of the pretty picture, is the little church — 
of Santa Ursula, with its dependent Mexican hamlet. 
The tiny towers, like toys, stand against the background 
of velvet, Hke white birds at rest. All that the eye 
reaches teaches a lesson of peace and quietude. 

Turning the gaze to the opposite side of the valley of 
Mexico, one lingers in satisfied vision on the perfect 
peaks of Popocatepetl and Iztaccihuat!. These moun- 
tains are sixty or seventy miles distant, but the sunset 
effects as reflected back from the highlands above 
Tialpam, and especially above Calvario, and the Pedre- 
gal, are oftentimes wonderful. At the sunset hour the 
clouds occasionally form capriciously over patient old 
Ajusco, bent like a camel beneath the burden of count- 
less centuries. Then the sunset conditions assume mar- 
velous effects against the volcanoes opposite; the rosy

Mexican pointed out that the artist had actually painted 
on the upturned foot of the Aztec woman the dust of 
the road, as she ran to throw herself at the feet of the 
good priest!

This machinery was mounted in 1890, 
and since then additional 100 horse power have been set 
up. The factory works day and night, and is seit- 
lighted with 200 electric lights. There is a good pres- 
sure of water, at least 250 liters from a height of fifty 
feet, the difference in level between the hacienda springs 
and tie patio of the factory. The factory turns out 
daily one ton of fine paper and three tons of coarse. 


An Old Cotton Mill. 


La Fama Montafiesa, nearer Tlalpam, is a cotton mill. 
and has 300 operatives. This mil! was built seventy 
years ago. The owners of Pena Pobre are Spaniards, 
Messrs. Rodriguez and Fernandez, and the owner of La 
Fama is also a Spaniard, Ricardo Sainz. This mil 
was taken over by Mr. Sainz twenty-five years ago. 
The machinery, an gld-time installation, is from Platt. 
of Manchester. The older machinery at Peda Pobre is 
also from Manchester and from Dorchester, England. 
The motive power at La Fama is from the picturesque 
mountain lake of Las Fuentes, above Tlalpam. There 
ia a large overshot wheel, twenty meters in diameter, 
and nearly two meters of face is used, which develops 
150 horse power. 1 

As illustrating the condensation of force incident to 
the pressure of these days of science, a small turbine 
could do the work now done so slowly and clumsily by 
this old-fashioned wheel.

San Fernand Mill. 


Some distance from La Fama to the northward is the 
large cotton mill of San Fernando, at one time the larg- 
est in the republic. When owned by the Compafia 
Industrial Mexicana the mill employed between 700 and 
800 men, working day and night. In fact, all the mills 
round Tlalpam work day and night, at the present time. 
and have for years. Nearly two years ago, José Maria 
Bermejillo, the president of the company, withdrew 
about half the plant to the Falls of Juanacatlan, near 
Guadalajara, on the Mexican Central Railway, and the 
San Fernando factory was taken up for operation by 
Feliciano Covian, an energetic Spaniard. The factory 
and the machimery are now valued at $300,000, but large 
quantities of new machinery have been installed. 

Before the fire of 1883, the San Fernando mill was a 
huge concern, but it is even now an important plant. 
About 300 men are now employed there. The ma- 
chinery is moved by 200 horse power. About 200 new 
spindles and twenty new looms were received, from 
Manchester, and four new carding machines. Some of 
the old Platt spindles, and old looms of Howard & Bul- 
lough, Arlington, England, are still used. The mulés 
and jennies are being superseded by new apparatus. 
Last year, due to the changes in the machinery, San 
Fernando did not turn out over 1000 bales of cotton 
manufactured. 

From the spreading machines, where the cotton in 
fleecy state is carried in rolls to the carding machines 
and thence spun out on the bobbins, the process ig in- 
tensely interesting. Three grades of manta or cotton 
goods are manufactured at San Fernando, the coarse, 
intermediate and fine. Only Mexican cotton is used 
here, the most of it from the Tlahualilo cotton belt of 
Durango, that marvelous region that was redeemed 
and transformed by irrigation, as have been so many 
portions of California. These plain goods are sent to 
Rio Hondo to be printed. 

Nearly four centuries ago, when Cortez came ta 
Mexico, he recognized the value of the southwestern 
corner of the valley of Mexico as a manufacturing 
place, and set up a sugar mill on the road to Cuerna- 
vaca, taking advantage of some of the waterflows from the 
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base of Ajusco. Twenty years before his time, King 
Ahuizotl, the eighth King of Mexico, wanted the abun- 
dant waters of the Aquequexco springs brought to the 
City of Mexico, and asked the Cacique of what is known 
now as Coyoacan, to do this. The waters thus brought 


to the Aztec capital deluged it. Thus it seems that the | 


water supply round Tlalpam and Coyoacan, was most 
abundant at that time, more so than at present. But, 
though normal now, it is very abundant. ‘ 


4. to the Bones of Columbus. 


Not only was history that concerns all the Americans 
made. in that portion of the Valley of Mexico, but it 
was picturesque history withal. Yet fanaticism and 
intolerance punished the very men who made possible 
the splendid history of the Spanish conquest. Even the 
wandering bones of Christopher Columbus are not yet 
at rest, if historians are correct. A special mausoleum 
was prepared for them in the great cathedral at Beville, 
Spain. But historians are suggesting that the bones so 
carefully and sumptuously housed at Seville, are not 
those of the admiral. There is no certainty about the 
matter. The people of Santo Domingo, in whose ca- 
thedral Christopher Columbus was buried, contend that 
when the Spanish authorities attempted to take the re- 
mains to Havana, in 1796, a mistake was made, and the 
body really removed was that of Diego, the son of the 
eminent navigator. If this be true, the remains of Co- 
lumbus are still at Santo Domingo. : . 

It would indeed be strange if the dust of the man 
who laid a new world at the feet of the Spanish monarch, 
and was later by Spain loaded with chains, should still 
be reposing in the new world. Nor was Cortez treated 
with ordinary gratitude, after he had accomplished the 
conquest of this new world, in the name of the Spanish 
crown. He spent eleven active years, only to meet cool 
disdain and be deprived, in 1530, of his civil rank. He 


died a broken-hearted old man, at Seville, in December. 


1547. Yet he was a splendid figure in the colonial his- 
tory of Mexico. When he entered the valley of Mexico 
and rode along the causeway from Ixtapalapa to meet 
Moctezuma for the first time, on November 8, 1519, he 
was but thirty-five years of age, an athletic, keen man, 
with thin black beard. Utterly unmindful of the danger 
that crowded about him and his few Spanish soldiers, 
he rode with lifted visor. He let his quick glance rest 
on the surrounding waters of the lake that lapped the 
edges of the causeway. But the beauty in the scene did 


not attract him, nor did he catch in those wide-sweep- 
ing waters even a hint of the blue bays of Southern 


Spain. They appealed to him solely on the ground of

LARGEST RUG IN AMERICA. 


Mar ix BERLIN FOR NEW YORK CHAMBER OF 
COMMERCE HALL. 


{New York Times:] One of the features of the new | 


building of the Chamber of Commerce that has attracted 
great attention is the enormous rug upon the marble 
floor of the large assembly room. This rug, which was 


designed and furnished by Messrs, W. and J. Sloane of 


New York, is a hand-tufted Berlin, 59 feet 8 inches by 
37 feet 8 inches, and weighs 2750 pounds. The rug is 
the largest and handsomest carpet woven in one piece 
which has ever been brought to this country, and it is 
80 heavy that it took fifty men to carry it into the 
Chamber of Commerce building. 3 

It was hand-woven in Germany, and its enormous size 
precluded its being shipped in the hold of the steamship 
which brought it to this country, and it was, therefore, 
placed on the deck, packed in a specially-made zinc-lined 
case. The total weight of the package was more than 
three tons. , 

When the work of weaving this rug was progressing 
it was necessary to strengthen the looms several times 
as the heavy beams nearly broke under the weight and 
tension of the rug, but the main difficulty arose when 
the workmen had to take the rug from the loom to finish 
and shear it, and it was finally necessary to take a por- 
tion of the outside wall of the building away in order to 
remove the rug, as the other openings proved too nar- 
row.

It is believed that the bodies must be those of 
the killed at Aquila, when the French invaded Italy in 
1796 under Napoleon, 

Five of the best preserved bodies were removed for 
examination, the others have been left in peace.—[Rome

LapyY CURZON ‘WILL BE THE CEN- 
TRAL FIGURE AT DELHI.

LL eyes of the Anglo-Saxon nations will be turned 
A. week toward that most ancient of capitals, 
Delhi, where an American woman, surrounded by 
all the pomp and ceremonials possible in this enlight- 
ened and luxurious age, will represent the Queén of the 


nation upon which the sun never sets. 


The woman is Lady Curzon, formerly Daisy Leiter, 
now Vicereine of India, and thee occasion will be the 
grand durbar, or proclamation, of Edward VII as Em- 
peror of India. 

It is said that the functions attendant upon this event 
will far surpass the durbar at which Queen Victoria was 
proclaimed Kaisar-i-Hind. While all official duties will 
fall to the task of Lord Curzon, the central figure of the 
social pageant will be his wife. This gracious repre- 
sentative of the newest nation of power will stand where 
once the jewel-crusted Peacock Throne represented the 
greatest splendors the world has ever seen.

Then, in sentiment at least, they will represent 
the mighty power once swayed by the great Moguls, 
Akbar, Jehangir, Shah Jahan and Aurangzeb, but now in 
the holding of King Edward. VII. 

As Lord and Lady Curzon pass under the great gate of 
the palace a reflection can scarcely fail to hover in their 
minds of the wondrous scenes those walls have wit- 
nessed—scenes of splendor unparalleled in the world's 
history; of grewsome fratricidal crimes; of love stories 
beautiful and tragic, and of merciless butcheries, for tne 
jewel-incrusted steps of the Mogul's Peacock Throne 
have been literally swamped in blood.

From 
the four corners of the platform rose pillars so thickly 
set with pearls that, it is said, one could not insert the 
point of a needle between them. These supported a 
jewel-embroidered canopy, surmounted by a life-size pea- 
cock with wings and tail outspread, a glittering mass of 
gems. The actual throne was ablaze with diamonds. 
rubies and emeralds, the whole being valued at 335. 
000,000. Partly shorn of its glory and worth now a mere 
$7,500,000, the throne may stil] be seen in the palace of 
the Shah of Persia.

Working the Out-of-town Man. 


“The out-of-town man who entertains at dinner or 
lunch is fair game for the waiter who is up to all sorts 
of tricks. This type of customer feels it incumbent 
üpon him to show the men who are his guests that he 
has brought a goodly roll into town with him. He picks 
up the bill of fare with the air of one to whom monty 
is no object, and the observant waiter, who spots him 
on the instant. assists in an artful way in making out 
the order. He is all attention to the selections made by 
the patron, but he slyly suggests certain dishes in his“ 
own interests. 

“For instance, after the oysters and the soup. your 
out-of-town man selects a heavy roast, and orders a 
beef or portion for each person, at perhaps 60 cents per 
order. Now. the waiter, better versed in the appetites 
of city men, knows full well that four orders of turkey 
will not be consumed, so he sends to the kitchen an 
order for two, or three at the most. The order for four 
is charged up on the guest's ticket, however, and the 
waiter pockets the dificrence when he settles with the 
checker for his day's orders and receipts. This, of 
course, is possible only when the waiter pays the bills. 
Were the customers to pay the cashier, the trick would 
be detected and the firm would make the profit. How- 
ever, most managers wink at the trick and do not de- 
grudge the walter his extra money. 

“If a waiter works this scheme on the roast, the game 
and the salad, he cleans up a neat sum on one custome? 
alone, who is none the wiser and is entirely satisfied if 
the service is good and the wines cold. 


Business Women at Lunch. 


“It is a mistake to think that elderly men are the 
heaviest spenders, particularly in the business district. 
Young men are more extravagant. Considerable enter- 
taining is done down here at noon. Wholesalers take 
women buyers from out-of-town to lunch, brokers some- 
times entertain the women who handle stocks through 
them, and good-looking young women employed in of- 
fices are frequently the noon-time guests not only of 
their employers, but of other men that they meet in a 
business way. 

“These lunches for two play a big part in the busin‘ss 
world, and they have made me realize how important a 
role a discreet woman clerk plays in her employer's af- 
fairs. I have heard many a big deal discussed across 
our tables, and the women who come here are as keen 
and alert as the men who employ them. 

“You can tell what their relations are the instant they 
settle down for lunch. A man makes the presence of 
his wife an excuse for laying aside business questions. 
He really entertains her, and they study the menu

smugglers in the past, as it was carried out mainly at 
night, when the guards could not see, the dogs, of course, 
being trained to carry their load to the smugglers’ ac-

The netting has not as yet been carried the entire 
length of the frontier, but it will be extended shortly. 
No one can climb over it, nor can parcels of any kind 
be thrown over, as it is too high, and when it is touched 
the numerous bells start clanging and attract the atten- 
tion of the customs officers. 

Experiments have proved that the cost of the device 
will be fully covered by the extra duties obtained from 
persons who would otherwise escape, and in the course 
of time a profit will be realized for the government.

A SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA WOMAN

ONSTANTINOPLE may be the abode of smells, of 
germs, of unnamable insects, and, worst of all, of 
myriad dogs; but in spite of these and many other, 
and equally disagreeable, features, there is a charm 
about it which compels forgiveness for its deficiencies 
and forgetfulness of them when they are out of sight.

„dogs,“ they were a surprise to us as well as an amuse- 
ment and horror, they are so numerous, so very mangy 
and so very battered up with fighting. The offal of the 
houses is put out in the gutters of the streets, wrapped 
in newspapers, every evening, and at 7 o’clock the 
dogs’ reign begins. For the rest of the night, the city 
resounds with dog fights, howls, and shricks cf woe, 
Ind rage, and every unearthly sound a dog can possibly 
make! It is amusing, but it is extremely disagreeable 
ind with one window open at night, it is nearly impos- 
üble to get any sleep, so great is the noise they make. 


‘When the Dogs Rest. 


At 6 o'clock in the morning a sudden lull falls over 
the dog-ridden town, and their reign is over until the 
evening time. Then every dog lies down usually flat on 
his side, with his paws straight out, and sleeps wherever 
he may be, “the sleep of the just,” if that sleep is the 
soundest of slumbers, for nothing seems to disturb 
them. Wagons rattle up and down the cobble streets, 
making a most unearthly clatter, and turning out wiih a 
violent swerve to avoid running over the sleeping dogs, 


who lie spread out in the middle of the Street, in sa 


sound a slumber, that they do not ever wiggle an ear 
or wink an eye in spite of the horrible clatter. In one 
place we counted fifty dogs lying sound asleep, and driv- 
ing in among them, not one moved or opened an eye. 
So terribly do they fight and so continuously, that they 
are every one minus an ear or a tail and are covered 
with sears and wounds. One cannot help pitying the 


poor things, although they are funnily oblivious of the | 


general world and the only abuse of them is by them- 
selves. Fat puppies waddle about the gutters and every 
one steps aside or drives aside to avoid crushing the lit- 
tle things, so that they are rarely injured. Once, when 


in a sweet-shop, I heard, outside the door, sounds of 


puppy woe and found that by chance one of the fat 
things had had his paw run over, a crowd was collect- 


Ing around him and he was shrieking at the top of his 


voice, waddling about and holding up one paw. I took 
him on my lap and felt it, but the gristly thing was not 
broken; then, as I found that the more I petted him, the 
more he howled, I got a bit of sweet stuff out of the 
shop and gave it to him, which at once stopped his 
shouts and he ate it quite happily with an occasional 
grunt and sob as he thought of his woe. 


Unexpected Opportunity. 
_ While we were at our early lunch, which we found

A Magnificent View. 


We hoped vainly for one more taste, but were led off 
almost at once by the inexorable Leon and out upon a 
balcony, where we instantly forgot all else save the 
view before us.

Insect Musicians. 


THEIR INSTRUMENTS AND How 
THEY Tuem. 


| ‘By a Special Contributor. 


HE power of making music is not possessed by all 

insects. Those that have it are lowly, but effective 

performers in nature’s great concert. Among the 
musicians there is a gradation from those that play 
without regular instruments to the purposive and ef- 
ficient artists whose structure has been modified with 
a view to musical utterance. 


are not provided with any special musical apparatus. 
Bees and wasps make music only with their wings. 
Their drowsy monotone is akin to the Aeolian harp tones 
of the pine trees. Belonging to the deep undertone of 
nature's orchestra, it is in keeping with the sleepy quiet 
of summer afternoons, and is the very expression of 
humdrum country life. 

The quivering wings also express the emotions of the 
insect. According to Lubbock, a sharp ear can gauge 
the mood of a bee by listening to its hum. When gath- 
ering honey, it shows its satisfaction by humming the 
note A; but if frightened or angry, it changes the rate 
of the vibrations and so alters the pitch of its tune. 
Poetry recorded this fact, before the naturalist stated it, 
in musical terms. Tennyson rendered the placid, sopo- 
rific hum into the lines: 

“The murmur of innumerable bees.”

Under this head naturalists include all those forms 
that rasp a row of minute teeth over a thickened, wire- 


„Uke fold of “chitinous” skin, such as is found in the 


framework of the wing. This combination obviously be- 
longs to the class of stringed instruments, like the man- 
dolin and guitar, that are played upon by the human 
fingers or some kind of “pick.” 

Beetles, crickets, grasshoppers, locusts, all insects 
that skirl or click in the summer meadows, are equipped 
in this way. The position of the instruments, however, 
varies in the different genera. : 

The cricket, for example, has a delicate file developed 
on the main “nervare,” the thickest thread in the net- 
like wing skeleton. When the insect trills, it raises its 
front wings and draws this pick across the ridges of 
the posterior wings. The short-horned grasshoppers 
carry their rasp on the inner surfaces of their hind 
thighs; and they play with the sawing action of a fid- 
dler. They bend the knee, tuck the slender leg under 
the thigh, and rattle the row of slender points on the 
latter against the hard edge of the wing cover. You 
can imitate their music by drawing a fine-toothed comb 
across your thumb nail. in the Pneumora, the skin 
of the abdomen is thrown into folds, against which the 
rasp is rubbed. The volume of sound so produced is 
intensified by the large, bladder-like abdomen which is 
filled with air and acts like a drum. 

Though the stridulators are all furnished with similar 
instruments, there is a good deal of variety in their 
music. An attentive ear will discover many differences 
of sound and pitch among cricket performers. If a 
number of different species were collected in the same 
spot, a concert of trills and clicks would be heard. 
which, comparing small things with great, might find its 
parallel in a vaudeville theater. when the orchestra is 
tuning and the gallery growing shrill with impatience. 
The note of Latipennis has been compared to the sound 
of a high-pitched dog whistle. Another species rivals 
the clear, bell-like tones of the old-fashioned musical 
glasses. 

Mankind in general listens to the notes of the stridu- 
lators and passes on. Some nations, however, and pre- 
cisely those peoples whose national music is inharmon- 
fous to our ears, seem to prize the ticking, shrilling 
sounds. The Chinese and Japanese keep crickets in 
paper cages, making domestic pets of them, as we do 
of song birds. In the Kioto market you can buy an in-

But can insects be said to sing, seeing that they do 
not breathe through their mouths? Poets, of course, 
do not boggle at the term. Byron calls the Italian 
cicadas people of the pine“ that “make their summer 
lives one ceaseless song.” A poetical interpretation of 
nature generally translates the animal in terms of the 
human, so as to bring it within the pale of human 
Sympathy. In this case it does not clash with the scien- 
tific interpretation. In the air system of the singing 
insects there is something analogous to the human 
windpipe. Lips and teeth, palate and tongue, the modu- 
lators of that marvelous organ, the human voice, these 
indeed play no part in the production of insect song. 
But the cicadas possess internal organs that correspond 
to the vocal chords, which throw the expired air into 
vibrations, and to the resonating chambers of the human 
throat. 

The air that insects breathe, instead of being collected 
in one place, as in the human lungs, is piped all over 
their bodies in minute vessels, called “tracheae.” These 
open externally along the sides of the insect by pairs of 
“spiracles,” or orifices guarded by valves. The air tubes 


sometimes expand into hollow cavities: all their caliber | 


is subject to dilatation or compression by the play of 


internal muscles. Owing to these causes the air tha: 


passes into and out of an insect's body is liable to be 
thrown into audible vibration. All insects make more 
or less noise through their breathing apparatus, but the 
cicadas are especially equipped for music.

In Italy, the native land of sweet singers, 
the cicada has a rasping voice. An Australian repre- 
sentative of the family is described as “incessantly 
singing a deep gutteral R at twilight.” The Greeks 
found something harp-like in the “teterisma,” as they 
called the note of their species; and their poets flattered 
the insect by naming it the “nightingale of the nymphs.” 
When a number of cicadas are chanting in rivalry, the 
volume of sound produced is large.

When an animal is taken sick or when it meets with 


an accident, the first thing to do is to send for a veter- 
‘inary. But the arrival of the veterinary is never im- 


mediate; there is always a wait of from thirty minutes

the fingers of the left hand must hold the front limbs 
and the back of the left hand must press back the an- 
mal’s head. But the broken leg must hang free. Held 
so, a cat or a dog can neither move, bite, nor scratch. 
Cats and dogs are frequently poisoned. Emetics should 
immediately be administered in such cases. Salt and 
water or mustard and water are excellent emetics. 
Horses have a hundred ills and troubles for which 
much can be done in the interval between the attack and 
the veterinary’s coming. Horses frequently stagger and 
drop, overcome by apoplexy. It is well to bleed them 
then. The layman can bleed a horse safely by making 
an incision in the side of the tail. About two quarts of 
blood should be taken out, when the hemorrhage should 
be stopped by the application of a clean bandage. N 
Azoturia, or paralysis, shows itself first in a horse in 
a heavy sweat around the face and neck, and a stagger- 
ing gait. A horse with these symptams should be forced 
to lie down at once; he should not be suffered to move 
a step; a blanket should be laid over his loins, and an 
ambulance should be sent for. Treated thus, a paralyzed 
horse has a good chance of recovery; but if he is urged 
onward after the appearance of the first symptoms—if 
an attempt is made to get him home to the stable—the

How the Planting is Done. 


The actual planting of the seed is very simple. The 
planters dig with a pick or grubbing hoe a hole in the 
hillside about a foot in diameter and two inches deep.

ITY OF MEXICO, Dec. 22.—“How will your contem- 
plated change of currency likely affect United 
States interests?”

Beyond Prediction. 


After a short pause the President continued: “The 
exact effect of the change cannot be accurately pre- 
dicted.

Social Coaching. 
How Wouxx NEw To WASHINGTON 
ARE PREPARED FOR CAMPAIGN. _

HE social coach isa power behind the throne in the 
national capital. Society needs her. She knows it, 

and her bank account flourishes accordingly. 

When a man is elected to Congress he has fought but 
half the battle. On entering Washington he is con- 
fronted by two problems—how to make himself felt in 
the political arena and how to run successfully the so- 
clal gauntlet. | 

Should he be placed on an important committee or 
score a telling speech during his first year in House or 
Senate he feels that he is really in the running, and, 
except in rare instances, he works out his political sal- 
vation alone. | 

On the other hand his social career is largely at the 
mercy of his wife. Through her blunders or lack of 
tact he may lose that personal, social influence which, 
in Washington, as in every capital, is invaluable. There's 
a world of politics brewed in the afternoon tea cup, and 
it is a wise woman who, newly come to Washington, lets 
the social coach direct the swinging of the tea-ball. 

The social history of Washington shows that from 
Presidents, down to members of the lower house the 
majority of men have been self-made, or, at least, have 
risen from humble ranks. In nine cases out of ten. 
with their foot on the lowest rung of the political lad- 
der, they have met and married. So a woman whose so- 
cial aspirations haue never risen beyond the presidency 
of the Ladies’ Aid Society or the local Woman's Self- 
Culture Club, suddenly finds herself being borne to- 
ward social breakers by her husband's political career. 


Provincial Ways Won't Do in Washington. : 


Without much difficulty she assumes her position in 
the small city where her husband holds an office of 
some importance. Later they move to the State capital 
where they live in a barn of a hotel and she gives regu- 
lar receptions and is duly interiewed by reporters. 
Returning to the home town, her gowns are talked about 
and copied, her entertainments admired and her favor 
sought. 

Small wonder that her husband's progression to the 
national capital fills her with only pleasurable antici- 
pations. Envied by her women friends and showered 
with kindly, if useless, advice, she lends herself. to the 
most fashionable modiste in town and to happy visions 
of new social worlds to conquer. : 

They invade Washington. They entertain, which is 
necessary. They are entertained, which is customary. 
To do honor to the first occasion she dons her most 
elaborate frock and takes one last complacent glance in 
her cheval glass. . sf 

Then comes the awakening. Passing that line of re- 
ceiving women, irreproachably gowned and groomed, she 
reads pitying amusement behind the few words of per- 
functory greeting and the fleeting smile. It must be her 
}gown, she reasons, and, having paid her respects, she 
slips into a corner and studies the frocks and bearings 
of these women who know Washington as an open book. 
She cannot define the difference, but it exists. More- 
over, she finds her usual volubility, which in her home 
town was voted charming conversational ability, checked 
by an indescribable shyness. In a word, she realizes that 
she has stepped into a new world filled with social pit- 
falls and snares. She goes back to her hotel, dis- 
mayed, ‘introspective; and she lies awake the rest of 
the night thinking it all out. | 

If she is brave to the point of rashness, she recalls 
something a well-known foreigner has written about 
the adaptability of the American woman, and vows tliat 
she will stand or fall on this quality. 


What the Coach Does. 


If she is wise she appeals to a coach. 
The coach is a woman rich in the knowledge of 
Washington customs, of good family, well bred, well 
groomed and wel! gowned. Perhaps there have been 
financial reverses in her family. Perhaps she is am- 
bitleus and independent. However this may be, she 
must be of the socially elect, and consequently to be 
approached with due diplomacy. There must be noth- 
ing fro plebeian as.a fee, no agreement, no vulgar con- 
versation about terms. But some day there arrives in 
the coach's mail a check, a handsome douceur, from 
her pupil. of 

The coach, having assumed the responsibility of the 
lady's social future, goes about her work in the most 
systematic fashion. For a while she is almost con- 
stantly at her patron's elbow. The first lesson is. Who 
is who and how shall you greet them.” The right of 
precedence, how to avoid the incongruous issuing of 
invitations—thag is, inviting opposing factions to the 
game function—and a nice discrimination in greeting 
are taught. For instance, a hostess may have a gen- 
uinely friendly feeling for a department clerk, but she 
must not throw into this greeting exactly the same 
shade of warmth which she extends to an ambassador. 
Then, too, she may personally like an individual tem- 
porarily under the ban of Washington society, but re- 
ceived by right of official precedence. For such meet- 
ings she must cultivate what is known as a “frigid 
graciousness.” 

The coach overhauls her patron's wardrobe. “Good 
frocks well made,” is the motto—frocks that abso- 
lutely suit the personality of their owner. If small 
town fashions war with this personality, then every- 
thing is cast aside. The lady places herself: unreserv- 
edly in the hands of an artist selected by the coach, 
and, if quiet elegance suits her style, she must attain

cultivates her memory for faces and names, she acquires 
a sweet graciousness with a modification of voice ané 
manner, and, in fact, goes through a course of social 
grooming which can be compared only to that of tho 
young girl sent to a fashionable school for her “‘finish- . 
ing.” 

When the new candidate for social favors passes suc- 
cessfully the pitiless criticism of those who have gone 
before her on the thorny path, and who enjoy wutebing 
the trials of those who follow, the coach breathes a 
sigh of relief and feels that she has gathered laurels 
in her unique profession. ! 7 

Miss Hagner, at present social secretary to Mrs. 
Roosevelt, is an almost absolute authority on who is 
who in Washington. Previous to giving her services 
to the President’s wife, she guided Mrs. Root, Mrs. 
Henna and Miss Spaulding through the social labyrinth. 
While Mrs. Roosevelt is a President's wife to the 
manner born, she has found Miss Hagner’s knowledge 
of people and official customs invaluable. 

Miss Hagner was a society girl, observant and pop- 
ular, compelled by adverse circumstances to turn her 
social talent to financial account. Particularly has she 
won the regard of the Chief Executive by her tactful- 
ness and reticence on all subjects bearing on the private 
life of the White House, knowledge of which would 
delight the public. It is reputed that a recent legacy 
of $100,000 may make it unnecessary for Miss Hagner 


to continue as arbiter of Washington's social circle. 


The lesser lights in the coaching line are Miss Nellie 
Hunt. formerly Mrs. Hobart's secretary, and Mies Helen 
Johnsog. These three women are the recognized author- 
ities, so to speak, though in a quiet way many other 
women are taking up the business. An experienced 
coach can look after the interests of several patrons, 
particularly if the latter are amenable; and the womas 
who is not amenable should not accept the services of 
a coach at all. 


How Some Women Won Out Unaided. 


Instances there are of women who have traveled the 
thorny path and found flowery beds of ease on their 
own responsibility, but their progress was not to be 
envied. When one of these in particular first came to 
Washington, blase society pretended to be highly 
amused at her hearty, “I like you so much; come and 
see me often,” or “I should like to have long talks with 
you.” But the lady declined to become perfunctory. 
She lives as she did in the western home, simply, un- 
affectedly, hospitably, and she enjoys a large circle of 
genuine friends which she refuses to sacrifice oh the 
altar of good form, as it is recognized in official circles. 

Another woman who has won on her merits comes 
from the Middle West. Seemingly she prefers her 
quiet home life in Ohio to the seething social cauldron 
of Washington society, for she rarely joins the Con- 
gressional colony. When she does, however, she en- 
joys a veritable ovation, for she has won hosts of 
friends through her charming personality. Her manner 
is what women term “sweet.” . 

' Generally speaking, however, the woman who scorns 
the services of the coach finds breakers ahead. 

Official circles are still laughing over an incident 
which marked last season's dinners. A newcomer gave 
a dinner without the aid or consent of any coach or 
well-versed friend. The result was that the guests, one 
and all, were affronted by the table arrangement, for 
they were seated without reference to their official rank. 
To make things. worse the hostess had a new force of 
servants, inefficient and ill-trained, and her butler. 
having been taken suddenly ill, was replaced by the one 
first at hand. The soups were served cold, and as much 
of the wine as had escaped the peculations of the 
kitchen force, came on warm. The affair was brought 
to a dismal and hopeless end by the hostess giving 
vent to an ungovernable temper, voiced in a vocabulary 
which drove the guests from the dining-room and the 
servants from the kitchen. Nor could the hostess speed 


‘her parting guests, because of a violent attack of 


hysteria, which followed upon the heels of her display 
of temper. 

All this might have been saved by a judicious appeal 
to the coach. | 


The Predicament of a Senator's Wife. 


It was a Senator's wife who, having successfully run 
the social gauntlet, brought upon her own head no end 
of carefully-veited laughter by entertaining the daugh- 
ter of her husband's most powerful constituent, a newly- 
enriched mine owner. The young woman had views of 
her own which no amount of eastern. boarding schools 
could alter. Her hostess was to present the heiress to 
hundreds at a reception on a patriotic holiday. Imagine 
her dismay when the young woman appeared before 
her arrayed in a gown fich she deemed particularly 
appropriate to the occasion, a pale blue satin decked 
with streamers of crimson and white. No amount of 
persuasion could induce her to change this vivid, if 
patriotic, raiment, and what her hostess suffered dur- 
ing the evening's festivities is a thing not to be de- 
scribed in words. 

Originality is a dangerous gift—in Washington. Your 
leader of society in New York, or Boston, or Chicago, 
may do eccentric things and have her pictures in the 
daily papers; may adopt fads and foster the social aspi- 
rations of ambitious young men, but in Washington let 
her be ever on guard. The slightest infringement upon 
rights of precedence, upon the code which governs of- 
ficial life, will consign her into social darkness and 
subject her to “frigid graciousness,” from which fate 
may fortune defend us all!

PROF. ANTHONY BARKER DESCRIBES 
PROPER EXERCISES. 


By a Special Contributor. 
AVE you been sick and are vou convalescing? 
Do you speedily o regain your wonted health? 
Then, practice physical cylture for the sick. 
Physical exercise for a man not yet out of bed, even 
-hough recovery from a prolonged illness has set in? 
Certainly; why not? Do not persons who are not sick 
abed take physical culture in order to secure better 
health, which is another way of saying more strength? 
And as comparatively well men are made healthier by 
proper exercises, doesn’t it stand to reason that exercises, 
devised especially for convalescents, will materially aid 
you in getting on your feet once more and the more 
quickly land you in your office? 

What made you sick? Bad blood. Your doctor has 
been giving you various medicines until now your blood 
has been relieved of much of the impurities that caused 
_your illness. But during all the weeks or days that 
you have been lying between sheets, your blood has 
moved sluggishly through veins and arteries, for your 
’ body has been at rest, and it takes action to make the 
blood have even a normal flow. Sluggish blood, in medi- 
cine and physiology, is synonymous with the term, im- 


pure blood; and when a physician says of a man that 


his blood pulsates vigdrously, it is another way of stat- 
ing that the man’s blood is pure and healthy and its 
possessor in prime physical condition. 

Of necessity, your blood has become sluggish while 
you languished in your illness; but now that the fever, 
or what not, has left you and the doctor declares that 
you are on the high road to recovery, it is incumbent 
upon you to stir the blood in order that it may grad- 


ually bound through your body as was its wont, and, 


thus purified by its own rapid flow, furnish strengthen- 
ing food to the tissues that have been wasted by disease 
and disuse. And you can do this expeditiously and with- 
out any danger of overexertion if you'll take the physics? 
culture exercises herein described. ‘ 

Of course, you must remember that you have been 
sick, in a sense are still sick, and you must be careful of 
what strength you have left. In other words, you must 
be extremely cautious not to overdo any of the exer- 
cises. If, when you begin, you find that you are tired 
after exercising just one of the gentler exercises once, 
stop short right there. Do not think of exercising again 
until the next prescribed time for exercise comes 
around. Then, if you are fagged after the second per- 
formance of an exercise, stop and lie down again. Like- 
_ wise, when first starting, do the exercises with as little 
exertion as possible, and, as you find yourself becoming 
stronger, commensurately increase the energy that you 
put into them. 

Do not be discouraged if you discover that you are able 
to do an exercise only once or twice before tiring. Even 
such seemingly insignificant exertion will be of great 
benefit. One single physical culture movement, directed 
at blood that has been slugzish for weeks, will produce 
results almost as speedily as does three fingers of whisky 
on the mind and legs of a verdant youth who has begun 
to acquire the questionable accomplishments of his 
elders. Just one performange of an exercise will send a 
sick man’s blood pounding along more rapidly—will 
quicken his breathing. Quickened breathing means more 
oxygen for the blood as it flows through the lungs, and 
the more oxygen from the air one can get into the sys- 
tem the sooner will health be recovered. For oxygen 13 
nature's universal elixir, a panacea for all ills. 

In order to get this highly necessary supply of oxygen, 
you should see to it that the sick room, which should 


be thoroughly ventilated t all times, is given a bounti- | 


ful supply of new air immediately prior to bezinning 
the exercises. Physical culture taken in a room redolent 
with the contents of many medicine bottles is worse 
than no exercise. 

The proper time to exercise? Either an hour before or 
an hour after each meal. An hour before will give the 
blood plenty of time to quiet down and be ready to rush 
to the stomach to take up the task of digestion. An 
hour after will not interfere with the process of diges- 
tion by distributing the blood to the various parts of the 
body being exercised. This rule should be rigidly ob- 
served, for, above all things, a convalescent needs to as- 
similate food properly so that he will get all possible 
strength therefrom. 


Also, in order to reap the best possible results, you 


should approach the exercises in a spirit of pleasure, and 


not with the idea that they are drudgery. Recall your 
former healthy state. Say to yourself: “I wonder if I 
ean do this or that as I used to;” and then take a curious 
delight in trying to do it. If you can't execute the 
thing offhand, don’t let that give you the “blues.” Be 
cheerful in the thought that, maybe, you can do it all 
right next time. Perhaps you can’t, but if you'll keep 
on cheerfully striving you'll be able to do it pretty soon. 
In short, if you want to derive all the good that there 
is in exercising, be happily interested while indulging 
in it. 

And now to the éxercises, constantly bearing in mind 
that you must stop the second you fee) tired, even 
though you have scarcely begun one exercise. 

Exercise I.—It is a well-known physiological fact that 
when a healthy man lies down his lungs do not take in 
as much air as when he stands. Another -axiom in 
physiology is that a sick person uses only about one-half 
of his lungs, often only one-third. Therefore, when you 


find yourself convalescing, the first thing you should do 


is to develop your power of lung expansion, which illness 
has lessened. You should send fresh air to all the dif- 
ferent parts of the lungs, and you can do it in this way: 

Lie flat on your back in bed, with your body relaxed 
and at entire ease. Inhale all that you can, hold your 


breath as long as you can without becoming dizzy, and 


ali the while tap gently over your chest with lightly 
clenched hands, The tapping will loosen and make more 
pliable the lung tissues and thereby cause air to creep 
more easily throughout the lungs. | 

Exercise II.— This exercise ig splendid for stomach and 


abdomen. If your sickness has left you without relish 
for food it will give you a good appetite. If your ap- 
petite is well-nigh voracious, as is frequently the case 
with convalescents, it will aid your sorrowfully over- 
loaded stomach to digest its burden and will prevent all 
the inconveniences that indigestion invariably brings in 
its train. 

Get your wife, nurse, sweetheart, mother or daughter 
to place two pillows back of your head and shoulders. 
With legs straightened out, lie perfectly comfortable. 
With thumbs interlocked and the fingers of the right 
hand resting on those of the left, stretch your arms be- 
hind your head. Then draw the arms forward, and, as 
you do so, sit up straight. At first bring the hands only 
to the knees, but as you gain strength try to reach the 
toes with the finger tips. At first, also, hold on to the 
knee caps as you gradually lie down. When stronger, 
you can try sitting up with the arms folded on your 
chest, and descend while in the same position, and you 
can also discard the pillows. If you are very weak, you 
can do this exercise by drawing up the knees and, clasp- 
ing the hands under them, pull yourself up to a sitting 
posture. 

For a variation of this exercise, and for strengthen- 
ing the side muscles of the abdomen, instead of the front 
and back muscles, as in the original exercise, hold your 
outstretched arms straight in front of your body on a 
level with the shoulders and have the palms touching. 
Gradually describe the biggest possible arc that you 
can with your arms, always keeping them on a level 
with the shoulders. As you do so the body will be 
twisted sidewise at the abdomen. As you become 
stronger, twist the body of your own accord and keep 
the arms folded over the chest. If you find that it is 
too hard work to do the exercise with the arms out- 
stretched, turn the body sidewise while holding to the 
sides of the bed with the hands. a Sa 

Exercise I1J.—Lie flat on your back, body comfortable 
and relaxed. Draw up the knees, keeping them toget er, 
to the point where they can be reached without undue 
exertion by the hands. Also see that the feet are flat on 
the bed. Then gradually let the knees fall apart as far 
as they will. Place the flat of the hands on the outside 
of the knees, and, with the legs entirely relaxed and of- 
fering no resistance, except their own weight, push them 
together. As your accustomed vigor returns, resist with 
the knees, while the hands are pushing them together. 
Exhale as the knees are brought together and inhale as 
the legs fall apart. This exercise is good for all the 
muscles along the inside of the arm, for many of the 
chest muscles, and for the outside of the legs between 
the knees and hips. | 

In order to bring into play the muscles of the inside 
of the leg, the outside of the arm, and the shoulders, 
place the palms of the hands on the inside of each 
drawn-up knee. Pressing only with the palms and re- 
sisting with the legs, press the legs apart. Inhale as tune 


legs fall apart, and exhale ag they are coming together 


in spite of resistance by the hands. 

Exercise IV.— Lie flat in bed on your back, with the 
body at perfect ease. Raise the arms straight up from 
the shoulders, at the same time raising the shoulders as 
much as you can. Imagine that you are stretching arms 
and shoulders in order to grasp a thousand-dollar gold 
certificate just suspended above your normal reach. This 
exercise is splendid for the shoulders and the side walls 
of the chest. 

Exercise V.—Lie flat on your back, hands under the 
hips and legs together all the way to the toes. Then 
raise the legs off the bed as high as you possibly can. 
Do not bend the legs. Perhaps at first you will be able 
to raise the legs scarcely a foot, but even that will be 
of benefit; and after a while you will find that you can 
make a right angle with your body. This ig excellent 
exercise for the abdominal muscles, from the groin 
up, and it strengthens weakened stomach and abdominal 
linings. It also prevents constipation, which often 
causes a convalescent to relapse. . 

Exercise VI.— While lying flat on your back, draw up 
the feet close to the hips. Place the hands, palms down- 
ward, firmly by the sides of the body at the hips. First. 
try to raise the hips from the bed, and later on, on the 
same supports, raise up all of the body except shoulders 
and head. As more strength returns, execute these two 
exercises with the arms folded over the chest. And 
when you are well and strong, you can raise the entire 
body on the feet and the back of the head. 

When just the hips are raised the muscles in the back 
of the hips and the small of the back are brought into 
play. When all of the body, except the head and shoul- 
ders, is clear of the bed, the back is exercised up to the 
shoulders; and, when the body rests on the back of the 
head and feet only, every back muscle all the way to the 
neck is actively engaged. 

Exercise VII.—This, the last exercise to be described, is 
for the upbuilding of the various front, back and side 
muscles of the neck. Lie on the back of your head and 
the flat of your back, with legs touching and arms at 
your sides. Move the head first to one side and then to 
the other as far as possible, every time seeing to it that 
one ear is completely buried in the pillow. Raise the 
head from the pillow as far as possible and look at the 
ceiling. Hold for a moment, then let the head fall back. 
Next, press the head back hard into the pillow and hold 
for a moment; and lastly, with the head on its back, 
look behind as far as you can. 

All of these exercises are as efficacious for convalescent 
women and children as for men.

| Outside Painting. 


F Un. G., Claremont, Cal., writes: “Our house is of 
cobblestone (front,) with wood, dining-room and 
kitchen back. We want to give it an exterior coat of 
paint. Please advice us as to colors. The house stands 
about fifty feet from the street, in a block of small 
orange trees, not large enough to lend any influence to 
the dull-gray color of the soil. Please tell us what 
colors to use for roof and back part to harmonize with 
the pearl-gray stone front, also trimmings. Green is 
so quick to fade; can you suggest something in its 
stead? The house ‘is 1%- story, roof very prominent, 
sloping four ways.“ 

A rich, golden brown would be the prettiest coloring 
for the frame part of your house with cobblestones. 
If you will make your roof moss green, using good 
stain, I do not think you will find that it will fade 
readily, and this would certainly be the prettiest

to curtain them. I have blue and white ingrain carpet 
for other bedroom, and a pretty oak set. Tell me just 
how to fix all my windows.” 

I would choose for my walls and furnishing the pink 
or the green that is in the parlor carpet. Perhaps you 
will be less apt to tire of green walls, and your fur- 
nishings can be on less expensive lines than if you 
used the pink. To make your carpets large enough, I 
think you could have a border of plain color in the 
same carpeting sewed all around them. If there is 
enough green in the one in parlor to make a border of 
plain green feasible, this would be prettier than tan 
color. You could then divide the suits of furniture 
that you mention as having to be covered, and have 
some pieces upholstered in stuff for your parlor and 
others for living-room. Then when you buy new fur- 
niture you can select graceful and pretty ‘pieces in 
dark wood for your parlor, and oak or wicker for living- 
room. A wool tapestry with soft colors in several tones 
(some blue and green figures) would upholster your 
parlor pieces prettily for your green walls. Your door 
curtains could then be of the same tapestry. lined with 
plain green. Use a cream ceiling with green walls. 
A border of tapestry paper resembling the chair cover- 
ings would be very handsome in your parlor. A piece 
of Turkish, Indian or Chinese embroidery would make 
a handsome scarf for your piano. Or a piece of brocade 
combining the pink and green of your carpet. Bind 


this across the ends (thus making a scarf of it) with 


gold galloon. our hall should be colored yellow tan, 
both side walls and ceiling. If you cannot afford an 
oriental rug here, you could use a green Brussels, 
small figured, with good effect. Use several well- 
selected, simple pieces of Flemish oak furniture in your 
hall. A high table, with a chair set at either end and 
a palm in a bine and white Chinese jardiniere on one 
end of table, makes an attractive hall set. For your 
living-room, I would advise linen taffeta as furniture 
covering and window hangings over your lace. A tan 
ground. with pink and red flowers and green foliage 
would look well with the carpet you have here. Your

ming, but, when it is necessary, use cream white. How- 
ever, the sashes of your windows will look best on the 


outside if painted a very dark green. The outside 
casing of window may then be of the cream white. 
This gives an apparent depth to the window framing 
which is very attractive.

N ANSWER to a query for a gown for theater wear, 
also to be utilized for restaurant dining, yet not too 
expensive, there is nothing better or more modish than 
any of the many soft materials, such as peau de crépe, 
etamines, etc., in light colors. Embellished with lace 
appliqué, they are most graceful, if one is careful to se- 
lect a color which is becoming. The black gowns made 
from the many nets, are extremely good, also, and if 
made with a separate waist for evenings, can answer 
more purposes than the light gown, but it takes a greater 
outlay of money, for the black gown absolutely refuses 
to serve without a silk lining, while the other can de:

A Medicinal Herb. { 
herbs that have been used by the natives from 
packages by a Los Angeles man: 


“The Indians have used it for years for 
coughs, and especially for asthma, as it 
is their only cure for that disease. Frank 


Crikelair of this city sent some of the herb fer 
identification to the College of Agriculture, at Berkeley, 
and they pronounced it rhus grilobata of the family 
Anacardiae and characterized by the peculiar acridity. 
It is known to the Indians as Callalla. It grows in 
bunches and trails sometimes for twenty feet or more. 
In height it is from four to five fect. It has very large 
roots and after being cut down will grow again and can 
be recut every two years. The leaves resemble the wild 
currant. They shed in winter the top twigs and die 
Off every year. The flowers are white and very small 
with a yellow center. The berries are red and are used 
by the Indians to make a sour drink. 

“In gathering the herb a person hag to be very care- 
ful for there are several other herbs that closely re- 
semble it. It has been proven that in using the herb 
the best results are obtained from making a tea fresh, 
and drinking it hot. Several physicians have experi- 
mented in making extracts, but it changes the merits 
of the herb and no successful results have so far been 
obtained therefrom. It has also been found that mild 
cases have been relieved by chewing the herb. It has 
also been proven that should an attack of asthma occur 
from a severe cold the herb will relieve within a 
few hours. It will cure consumption in its first stage, as 
consumption always starts from a cough.”

A Remedy for Hemorrhoids. 


CORRESPONDENT writes as follows: 

“A few weeks ago an inquiry was made in your de- 
partment of The Times for a remedy for hemorrhoids. 
Tell your patient to get a cake of cocoa-butter (to be had 
of any drug store,) of the purest kind, and cut it into 
cone-shaped pieces about the size of the first joint of 
the little finger, only a little more pointed, and as 
long as the cake is thick. After each movement of 
the bowels insert one of the pieces of cocoa butter in 
the rectum, pushing it up well into the bowel and lea“ 
it there to soothe and heal, repeating it again and again 
after each evacuation, until a cure is effected. 

“Regular physicians use this remedy, but mix other 
things with it—opium very often—but as oplum is a 
deadiy drug it does more harm than good. Just the 
plain, pure cocoa butter is all that is needed. 

“My brother-in-law had bleeding piles very bad, and he 
was cured by this simple rémedy. A friend was so 
troubled with them that he was obliged to be in bed 
and he was cured. Other friends that I could mention 
have been cured by it. I have never known a case 
where it did not prove beneficial. 3 

“If one wants to be economical, the shavings of the 
- cocoa butter can be melted in a tablespoon and poured 


into small thimbles and allowed to harden; cut holes in 


a piece of cardboard to support the thimbles until cool 
and hard. 

“And, Mr. Editor, tell sufferers from constipation in 
the morning before arising to lie on their backs, throw- 
ing the arms up over the head as far as is comfortable 
and to breathe deep and full for about five minutes. Do 
this slowly and fully, thinking all the time of what you 
are wishing to accomplish. Don't be thinking of the 
day's work or pleasure, but thinking of having the 
obstinate matter in the bowels move down and vacate. 
Do this every morning, and after a little time you will 
find your bowels moving naturally, and by keeping it 
up the good habit will be established. 7 

“The writer of this had suffered from a child from 
this trouble, but is now free from it. In going to stool, 
if the bowels seem stubborn, stand erect, clasping the 
hands over the head, and breathe deep and full. Tht3 
will be found of great benefit. 


Hydrophobia. 


EVERAI. weeks aog in this department there was 

published a communication from a resident of Los 
Angeles on the subject of hydrophobia, in which the 
writer claimed that no one he had ever met had ever 
seem a true case of hydrophobia, that he believed it to 
be a disease of the imagination, an opinion shared in 
dy other physicians he quoted. | | 
ln reference to this article, The Times has received a 
communication from Henry J. Stewart of this city, a 
gentleman who spent many years in the Orient, describ- 


— 


ing an undoubted case of which he was a witness. Mr. 
Stewart says: 

“Not being a physician, it is not my object to discuss 
the question whether hydrophobia is a malady of the 
imaginstion or rot. Those who have witnessed the ter- 
rible nature of the malady niay be somewhat skeptical 
on that point. a | 

“I will cite an instance coming under my own imme- 
diate cognizance many years ago. 
camel driver who had been bitten by a mad jackal, and 
the incident tcok place at Jungipore in Bengal, where I 
was paying a visit to some friends. 

“It appeared that about three or four weeks previously 
the man had been sleeping on the ground at night with 
others, when they were awakened by a jackal tearing at 
their sheets, about the only covering in addition zo their 
scanty clothing, the native wrap, around them to ward 
off the night air and the mosquitoes. They immediately 
jumped up to drive the animals off with their sticks, 
when two of them, including himself, were bitten. He 
was bitten on the arm. The wound had apparently 
realed and there were only some slight marks left, but 
the arm felt hot and dry. He looked excited and fever- 
ish, cumplained of restlessness and a peculiar feeling 
of sickness, which caused him to return with a com- 
panion for some medicine to relieve him. He further 
stated that on their return, when in sight of the river 

4 crossing it, he was seized with giddiness and fainted. 

“We felt pretty certain that we were in for a case of 
| hydrophobia, for a jackal, unless mad, will hardly attack 
a human being. It is not, however, unusual for them 
to do so, when suffering from rabies. 

“There being no doctor within several days’ journey, 
we did the best we could for the man and administered 
some simple remedies and cathartics, which we thought 
might afford him relief, and, in fact. we had but little 
else available. On referring to a medical work for some 
definite treatment, it was there stated. that there was no 
— hydrophobia, but that certain palliatives might 
be employed, among others the use of garlic or onions 
chopped up and made into pellets, which we also gave 
him. He passed the night sitting on a mat on 
the veranda outside, in charge of the servants, restless, 
moaning, and sleepless—talking excitedly. 5 

„Toward the morning he was unable to drink 
anything in the shape of liquid food offered him. al- 
though he constantly asked for something and tried to 
swallow it. But when getting the vessel to his mouth, 
a strange gulping. convulsive movement seized him 
which prevented him from swallowing or getting down 
what was offered. 2 

“As the day passed, he was removed to the veranda of 
an adjoining outhouse, occupied by the servants of the 
game caste, who, with his friends, looked after him. 

„The fever increased steadily. His eyes were staring 
and wild, his beard and mustache dry and bristling. 
His whole nervous system seemed to be in the high- 
est state of tension, while saliva began to accumulate 
around his mouth and trickle down his beard. But his 
mind was clear, and his senses most acute. So acute that 
the sound of a fcotfall or any sudden noise on the ad- 
joining paved yard would immediately cause a recurrence 
pt those peculiar spasms. 

“We had to be careful that none of the saliva 
got on our clothes or bodies, or on the watch- 
ers sitting around him. So he was watched with 
care and attention with positively nothing further to be 
done for him that could suggest itself to us. 

“The convulsions became more severe, and the serv- 
ants were getting alarmed for themselves. For, when- 
ever they passed anything to him, the convulsions seemed 
to assume the form of an attempt to bite them and they 
were accompanied by a choking, yelping sound more like 
the bark of some animal in pain than the cry of a human 
being. But he kept continually calling upon them not 
to be afraid, and excused himself humbly to us as not 
being able to help it, and pleading piteously for us to 
save him. 

“These symptoms all increased in intensity, and, for 
the general safety, we caused sheets to be passed around 
the charpoy.“ or native cot, on which they had placed 
him, to prevent his injuring himself or them. 

“So he died, having gone through all the frightful 
paroxysms of hydrophobia, not more than forty hours 
‘after he had first put in an appearance, and not more 
than three or four. weeks, according to his own state- 
ment, after he had been bitten by the jackal. 

“I cannot see that there is anything strange in the 
fact that cases of actual hydrophobia should be so rare 
in the experience of physicians. Any dog or anima) in a 
state of frenzy with a tendenecy to attack and bite any- 
one, or showing such symptoms as to convey the idea 
that it is suffering from rabies, is very properly disposed 
of by being shot or killed off at once, without further ſu- 
vestigation. The animals, also, that they may have bit- 
ten, are usually treated in a similar summary manner. It 
is not a time to take chances, and there is consequently 
not much evidence left to prove whether it was an actual 
case of rabies or not. Z 

“The records alone quoted by Mr. Devine. such as 


i that in the St. George's Hospital, London, where 4000 


patients were bitten by dogs, ‘supposed to have been 
mad,’ and no case of hydrophobia resulting, would sim- 
ply either prove the efficacy of treatment or a large 
slaughter of the innocent, for presumably the animals 
were destroyed. But I fail to understand how the 
imagination of an individual could create the symptoms 
I have indicated in this case or how it could be possible 
to have an attack of hydrophobia without having been 
bitten by some animal suffering from rabies at the time. 

“It is not a very prevalent disease, fortunately, in 
civilized countries, where we have the license tax and 
the pound and the dog catcher abroad for canines. It 
is rare in California, and I think in New Mexico, the 
ground Mr. Devine says he traversed, without being

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White Race of Mindoro. 


A STRANGE PEOPLE DESCRIBED BY 
A RECENT INVESTIGATOR. 


From the Manila Critic. 


[Ever since we Americans came to the Philippines, the 
island of Mindoro has been considerable of a mystery 
to us. Many strange tales are told of the tribesmen 
inhabiting the great central jungles of the island and 
the strangest of all is the legend, first heard by Amer- 
leans from the natives of Batangas, to the effect that 
in the central portion of Mindoro there is a race of 
white people. When the American troops occupied some 
of the coast towns of the island they received further 
information concerning these people which gave rise 
to numerous badly-exaggerated articles concerning them. 
They have been described as a people of great intel- 
ligence and considerable advancement, living in sub- 
stantial houses and being far removed from a state of 
savagery. Some writers for the daily press have con- 


tended that they pogsess distinctive Caucasian features. 


and color. Dr. Barrows of the Bureau of Non-Chris- 
tian Tribes is of the opinion that tliey are the de- 
scendants of an eastern migration of a branch of the 


_Aryan people, which at some prehistoric date when this 


archipelago was a peninsula of Asia, worked their why 
into Mindoro and settled there. In order to ascertain 


some definite facts concerning these strange people, the 


Critic ordered one of its special writers, James Edgar 
Smith, to penetrate into the interior of Mindoro and 
thoroughly investigate the ancestry, customs and gen- 
eral conditions of the Batanes, the name by which the 
white race is known to the people of Mindoro. The 
following article, by Mr. Smith, is the result of his in- 


vestigations and it will prove of unusual interest to all. 


—Ed. Critic.] 

Strange, it may seem, but it is nevertheless true that 
the island of Mindoro has inhabiting its various coast 
towns a population of about 25,000 Christian people and 
besides there are two pagan tribes living in the interior 
numbering in the neighborhood of 50,000 souls—and still 


more strange—that one of these tribes, known ag the 


Batanes, has a history which began in these islands 
many years later than did that of the Spaniards, which 
has been handed down from one generation to the other, 


thus making it possible for them to be the only tribes- 


men in the whole archipelago having a definite knowl- 
edge of their ancestors. 

The Batanes, according to their own belief, and from 
the best information obtainable from Spanish records, 

are the descendants of white people—the shipwrecked 
crew of a large sailing vessel that stranded on the west 
coast of Mindoro about two hundred years ago—and 
while it is claimed that the white sailors were English- 
men, this cannot be vouched for, although it cannot be 
doubted that the ship, with its crew, numbering nearly 
150 men, came from a European port. 

After the vessel had stranded, there being nothing else 
for them to do, the sailors made their way into the in- 
terior of the island, carrying with them whatever sup- 
plies they were able to save from the foundered ship. 
The only people they met were the Maguianes. The 
whites were made welcome among this savage people 
and intermarried with their women—the offspring from 
such unions, in the majority of cases, .being nearly 
white; but when the first generation passed away it was 
supplanted by another, more of a copper or brownish 
color. The descendants of the white sailors and the 
Maguiane women lived so much separated from the 
Maguianes, that they soon became a separate people, 
which caused the Maguianes to call them Batanes (mean- 
ing strangers.) The only traces of white blood among 
them to de noted at present may be best seen in young 
children, some of them having red or yellow hair, blue 
eyes, and complexions, in isolated places, white as mar- 
ble. But even these few traces are fast disappearing, 
and today the majority of them are brown, while a few 
are almost jet black. 

hey are very friendiy and it is possible for a white 
person to travel anywhere in their territory in perfect 
safety. They invariably warn him of any danger. Guides 
are also sent along with travelers when going from one 
village to another, also to the pueblos along the coast, 
Whenever strangers are traveling through their country, 
the head chief who rules the whole tribe, also the sub- 
chiefs at the head of the various villages, entertain 
great fears, dreading that something will befall them. 
They will send messengers ahead of the travelers to 
inform the tribes people living along the trail of their 
coming, also to instruct them to inform the strangers 
of any possible danger. 

They live in villages, sometimes built several miles 
apart, and they are very submissive, it is an easy 
matter for à single chief, assisted by his sub-chiefs, to 
rule the whole tribe. A regular courier service is kept 
up from one village to another—hence com- 
municatfon is especially satisfactory. Their homes 
are very comfortable. Their houses, reared high on 
slender posts, are also quite picturesque structures As 


‘they are without sides, the ventilation is good and straw 


roofs keep out the sun and rain. Nothing in the line 
of furniture can be seen inside, not even a bed, chair, 
or table, their eating and sleeping being done upon the 
floor. One peculiarity about their houses is that they 
_are constructed by themselves without the use of a single 
nail or peg. Vines, gathered from the wilderness, hold 
the building together. 

Whenever a stranger arrives in a village he finds all 
the women gathered at the chief's house, and they gaze 
toward him, the bright blue eyes of the white-faced 
young girls forming a pleasing contrast to the sparkling 
black eyes of the brown women. 

Their dress is about equal to that of the other moun- 
tain tribes that I have visited. The men wear a G-string 
(breech-cloth,) while the women are contented with a 
plece of cloth, of a flashy color, snugly bound around 


the loins, their favorite colors being red or yellow. As 


ornaments, they wear beads around their necks and 
arms, and also the teeth of wild animals. They have a 


erude way of making jewelry from gold or silver, much 
of it being worn by the women. are 
often seen among them, some 
pearls, gathered 
gathered after the rainy 
They begin at a river's 
sand on both shores 


of the rains, the Batanes never fail to find small quan- 
tities of the valuable metal. 

The Batanes have no fiestas. They-are very fond of 
dancing, however, and frequently hold open-air balls. 
Music is furnished by several tribesmen, who pound 
away on discordant tambourines. Their dances are about 
the same as those of the Negritos of Bataan and other 
tribesmen of Northern Luzon, in so far as all the dancers 
are armed with bows, arrows, or spears. The dancing 
is accompanied by great yelling. In one of their dances 
the women stand grouped in the center, while the men 
circle around them, snapping,their fingers and fiercely 
stamping their feet upon the ground. This action sig- 
nifies that they will always stand between the women 
and danger. They also have the evil spirit dance; but 
in this the women cannot take part. All the dancers 
bear torches, which they freely wave over their heads 
to drive away the evil spirits. This dance is most sol- 
emn, there being no lively music—only the solemn chant. 
ing of the men. Silence prevails throughout the village 
while the dance is in progress. 

When still quite. young, girls are sold, or rather 
traded, for anything that strikes their parents’ fancy— 
sometimes gold or silver, in their crude form, and very 
often the hides of wild animals, which are considered 
very valuable. Some of their girls are forced into 
servitude for a certain length of time, through which the 
parents profit. 

They are very fond of hunting, from which they 
chiefly derive a livelihood. The “‘Tamaro’’—apparently 
an animal which is a mixture of a goat and a carabao 
—and the “Caiman,” which is about as large as a 
Newfoundland dog, are among the large game. The 
“Caiman,” which has a hide almost impenetrable to ar- 
rows, is very dangerous, and greatly feared by the 
tribesmen, who never leave their homes unless armed 
with their spears. Deer and wild hog are also very 
plentiful and serve the tribe with meat. The camote 
serves them with a vegetable diet. 

The hardest work performed by the men is hunting 
game, and they will, at times, travel some thirty-odd 
miles in a single day when chasing a deer, wild hog, or 
other wild animals. Manual labor is performed by the 
women, who find and chop the wood, gather the camotes, 
sometimes bring in the game that the huntsmen kill, 
and always dress it; thus it may. be seen that they are 
very busy creatures, while the men take life rather easily 
—all of which tends to make one believe that all Fill- 
pino women are born to work. 


The Batanes may number 20,000, scattered over a 


large area of territory, and living in twenty-odd vil 
or settlements, —
